It is a 
playground where she escapes 
in her plane to enjoy the view 
and soar through the air for the 
thrill of it. 


But, it wasn't always that 


way. When George Priester, 
owner of Palwaukee Airport, 
asked her to take the job, Wen- 
dy was working as a gas station 
attendant.

planes. They have been private 
pilots for 15 years," she said.

Women voters 
back housing 
project in court

Legal briefs supporting the pro- 


posed Lincoln Green low-income hous- 
ing proposal in Arlington Heights 
have been submitted to the U. S. Su- 
preme Court by the local League of 
Women Voters and the American 
Society of Planning Officials. 


The acceptance of the "friends-of- 


the-court" briefs by the court has 
been opposed by Arlington Heights 
Village Atty. Jack Siegel. 


The Arlington Heights-Mount Pros- 


pect chapter of the League of Women 
Voters is joined by its county, state 
and national organizations, as well as 
the Arlington Heights Clergy Fellow- 
ship, the American Jewish Committee 
and the Minority Industrial Relations 
Council Inc., in submitting the brief. 
Its arguments support philosophically 
the position of the Metropolitan Hous- 
ing Development Corp., which for five 
years has fought the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights over^ its refusal to rezone 
land near St. Viator High School for 
the Lincoln Green project. 


The Supreme Court is expected to 


hear the case beween April 19-28. 
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THE CASE OVER the housing de- 


velopment corporation proposal to 
build the 190-unit townhouse devel- 
opment was accepted by the Supreme 
Court in December after the village 
appealed a decision by the 7th Circuit 
U. S. Court of Appeals that ruled that 
the development should be built be- 
cause the village's rejection of the 
project was racially discriminatory. 


The village contends that the issue 


should not involve the 14th Amend- 
ment of the U. S. Constitition, because

Wilke Road water main 
completion within month 


The DiPaolo Co. of Niles is ex- 


pected to complete installation of a 
new water main along Wilke Road 
within a month. 


William Bachem, of the Arlington 


Heights Engineering Dept., said in- 
stallation of the 24-inch water main is 
about 60 per cent complete. 


When - completed, the transmission 


line will run north from the new well 
at Wilke and Kirchoff roads to Haw- 
thorne Street opposite Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Cost of the project is $303,000 
Bachem said the new water trans- 


mission line will reinforce the water 
system in the village. It also is de- 
signed to improve water distribution. 


The first segment of the mam, from 


the new pumping station still under 
construction to Kirchoff Road, is 
needed for the operation of the new 
well. The second stretch, from Kir- 
choff Road along Wilke Road to Haw- 
thorne Street, is needed to reinforce 
the water system in that area.

His options are: 
• Staying neutral in the November 


general election fight between Hewlett 
and James R. Thompson. 


• Backing Thompson in the race 


•gainst Hewlett. 


• Backing Hewlett in the race 


against Thompson (Walker aides got 
a big laugh from that one). 


• Forming a third party hi Illinois 


to run against Hewlett and Thompson. 


Look at the 700,000 votes Gov. Dan- 


iel Walker says he piled up in Illinois 
Tuesday and then look at his aides. 
People in the highest levels of the 
Walker camp already have started to 
sound out the third party idea. 


BESIDES REFUSING to explain his 


eptions, the governor also said there 


are several questions that-must be an- 
swered before he makes a decision on 
his political future. 


Those .questions are:' 
• What did Hewlett do for Sun Steel 


to earn $15,000 per year for the last IS 
years? „ / 


• Why did Howlett pay income 


taxes on $100,000 in campaign contri- 
butions several years ago? 


• Is it illegal for owners of stock in a 


harness racing organization to make a 
campaign loan to a political candi- 
date? 


If the answers to those questions, 


which will come from several on-go- 
ing investigations, show Howlett did 
something wrong, the third party bid 
becomes more realistic. 


In the aftermath of the apparent

Richard J. Daley's organization, an 
observer gets the impression that 
while the votes have been counted, 
Walker may be a long way from being 
out:

Mrs. Catherine Hearst on the stand as 
the 'very last witness and the Jurors 
listened in fascination to her soft 
southern accent as she told of a close 
family life but acknowledged that her 
daughter was -"strong willed." 


Her testimony brought the case to a 


close except for final arguments 
Thursday by Bailey and U.S. Atty. 
James L. Browning. 


U.S. Judge Oliver J. Carter will in- 


struct the jury Friday and then the 
seven women and five men will retire 


to reach a verdict on the bank rob- 
bery charge. 


If she is convicted of bank robbery, 


she faces a maximum penalty of 25 
years in prison. '

Arafat talks, but fighting flares in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Pales- 


tinian guerrilla chief Yasser Arafat 
ended a round of peace talks in Dam- 
ascus Wednesday and political 
sources reported "slow progress" in 
reaching another settlement to Leba- 
non's civil war. 


Fighting, meantime, flared across 


the capital as rival militiamen paid 
little heed to the peace efforts and 
blasted away at one another with 
rocket, mortar and machinegun fire. 
The six-day toll for the latest round of 
strife climbed to 176 dead and about 
400 wounded. 


Arafat and other ranking guerrilla 


leaders returned to Beirut from two 
days of talks in Damascus with Syr- 
ian President Hafez Assad. . 


Political sources said they had been 


working out the details of a settle- 
ment that would trade the resignation 


of Lebanon's hard-line Christian Pres- 
ident Suleiman Franjieh for the dis- 
solution of a Moslem army rebellion 
and other concessions by leftists. 


"Some progress has' been made but 


the Syrians are not in a hurry. 
They've told everybody they want 
time to work out a settlement that 
will stick," the sources said. 


Fighting that tapered off in the 


morning picked up again after night- 
fall in the city's uptown hotel district. 
Moslem leftists brought up a big re- 
coilless rifle and slammed several 
shells into the Christian-held Holiday 
Inn, tearing gaping five-foot holes into 
the side of the building, witnesses re- 
ported.

There is no evidence that any American prisoners of war are still 


alive in Southeast Asia, the CIA reported Wednesday on the basis of 
previously Classified information. The agency's deputy director, Lt. 
Gen. Vernon A. Walters, told the House Select Committee on Miss- 
ing Persons in Southeast Asia: "I regret I cannot tell you that there 
are American prisoners left in Indochina. The hard evidence is 
there is not."

Treasury Secretary William Simon said Wednesday the adminis- 


tration still wants additional tax cuts at midyear for'both individ- 
uals and businesses, but remains committed to equal reductions in 
projected federal spending. Simon had no surprises for the Senate 
Finance Committee on its first day of hearings on tax cuts and tax 
"reform " He called the House-passed tax revision bill "clearly a 
step in the right direction." The Committee plans a month of hear- 
ings before it begins writing its own tax bill. The legislation'then 
would face a lengthy Senate floor fight and a conference committee 
to iron out differences with the House bill. In the meantime current 
tax cuts expire on July 1. •

The Navy wants to eliminate air operations at Mem- 
phis Naval Air-Station, Tenn., Corpus Christi NAS, Tex., and Key 
West NAS, Fla , as part of a program to close or rearrange about 
70 Navy bases, including the closing of 45 naval reserve faculties. 


Car rental firms OK conspiracy settlement 
Federal Trade Commission lawyers and the country's three larg- 


est cw rental companies have agreed on settlement of charges that - 
the firms conspired to monopolize nationwide airport car rental 
facilities, a spokesman-said Wednesday. FTC estimates indicated 
the companies assured themselves througJTthe arrangement of 
more than $500 million yearly. The spokesman said the settlement 
now will be considered for approval by the full commission. The 
Avis Rent-A-Car System Inc. announced the settlement. The other 
agencies are the Hertz Corp. and National Car Rental. 


Concorde will fly into Washington May 24 


Switching plans because of a New. York ban on supersonic jetli- 


ners, British Airways and Air France said Thursday they will open 
Concorde service to the United States May 24 with twin flights to 
Washington from London and Paris. The new flights will take pas- 
sengers across the Atlantic in about 3 hours 60 minute at up to 
twice the speed of sound. They will cut travel times in half for < 
those willing to pay 20 per cent more than first class fares. 


The British and French also announced they went to court in 


their battle for landing rights in New York.

Defuse London subway train bomb 


LONDON (U?l> — Explosive ex- 


perts defused a suspected Irish Re- 
publican Army bomb in a subway car 
Wednesday, the third planted on Lon- 
don's transportation system in 30 
hours, and ordered a daily search of 
all trains nationwide. 


A cleaner found the bomb in a plas- 


tic case beneath a seat as the train 
was being prepared for the morning 
rush hour at Neasden depot in north- 
west London. 


It was the third lucky escape for 


London's two million daily subway ri- 
ders in as many days. 


Late Tuesday a bomb exploded 


aboard an empty train at Wood Green 
station in northeast London only min- 
utes before it began its run into Lon- 
don to pick up hundreds of soccer fans 
after an evening match. 


Police said the device was similar 


to one that blew up on a city-bound 
train at West Ham at the start of 
Monday evening's rush hour, injuring 
nine persons, including the suspected 
bomber. He was captured after fatally 


wounding the motorman while trying 
to escape. 


Police ordered all rolling stock on 


the subway system and Britain's 
30,000-mile rail network to be 


searched every morning before going 
into service. 


Railway workers who inspect the 


tracks regularly have been asked to 
look out for suspicious objects.

THE BRIEF submitted by the 


League of Women Voters was pre- 
pared by the law firm of Friedman & 
Koven, which donated its time to the 
project, according to Irvana Wilks, 
president of the Arlington Heights- 
Mount Prospect chapter. 


It also includes Abe Fortas, who 


was once nominated for a position on 
the Supreme Court, as being involved 
with the preparation of the brief. 


The brief merely presents the 


League of Women Voters' philosophy, 
Mrs. Wilks said. 


"We're not attempting to try 


MHDC's (development corporation's) 
case. We just thought we could be an 
objective voice, and since we're a lo- 
cal organization, we hope that the 
court wilt listen to us," sho said.' 


The position of the local League is 


that "if a community wants business- 
es to come in to improve their tax 
base, it should bear the responsibility 
of housing the individuals employed in 
these businesses," Mrs. Wilks said. 
"We see a need for this housing and 
are only asking that the zoning 
change be allowed." 


THE AMERICAN Society of Plan- 


ning Officials also prepared a legal 
brief for the case for philosophical 
reasons.

Philip 
M Crane, R-12th, for the fourth and 
tabt spot on the 12th District con- 
vention delegation. With five precincts 
still unrcported, Smith said he had 
20,876 votes to Crane's 20,565 


SMITH SAID, OTHER Ford dele- 


gates, William Heffernan, Glena'D. 
Jicha and Irl Marshall were all run- 
' ning ahead of his vote total. Clear los- 


ers in the delegate race were State 
Rep. Donald Totten, R-Schaumburg, 
State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, and Elizabeth Brown, all 
Reagan delegates. 


In the lOtn District, Ford delegates 


on a slate led by insurance magnate 
W Clement Stone were claiming vic- 
toty over Reagan delegates 


Statewide repoits indicated that 


Ford won 69 delegates, compared to 14 
Reagan delegates. Thirteen uncom- 
mitted delegates were elected. 


Returns for the Democratic dele- 


gate races were confused in the 12th 
Congressional District Wednesday, 


' but scattered returns indicated the 


five delegates pledged to Georgia 
Gov Jimmy Carter weie ahead. 


INCOMPLETE RETURNS from the 


Lake County part of the district in- 
dicated four of the five Carter dele- 
gates winning with Herbert (Hub) 
Stem, Lake County chairman, in a 
dead heat with one Carter delegate 
for the fifth spot. Stern was pledged to 
Illinois Sen Adlai Stevenson 


Scattered returns from other areas 


of the district also indicated Carter 
delegates were running strong, with 
local political figures running close to 
them tn some cases. 


In the 10th District, six out of seven 


candidates pledged to Stevenson and 
considered to be loyal to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J Daley were elected.

VMI "surprisingly so because they

had a lot to cheer about. The Keydets 
have their first winning season, 21-9, 
in 41 years and their first Southern 
Conference basketball championship. 


Whether the unscheduled holiday 


lasts through the Sunday's finals, said 
VMI coach Bill Blair, depends on 
whether his five short-haired starters 
can stop DePaul's inside play and 
shoot as well as they have all season. 


"DePaul is a very, very big team," 


said Blair at a news conference Tues- 
day. "We don't match up with them 
but we haven't matched up with many 
teams this year. "They concentrate 
on getting the ball inside," said Blair. 
"If they start getting the ball inside, I 
don't know how in the hell we'll stop 
them." 


The Keydets have shot 52 per cent 


from the floor this season, but the top 
four starters have averaged over 60 
per cent. Sophomore forward Ron 
Carter leads the Keydet offense with 
a 17.9 scoring average and 6.5 
' rebounds per game. He is followed by 
6-6 junior forward Will Bynum with 
15.5 points. 


One of Blair's biggest headaches 


will be DePaul's Ron Norwood, who 
pumped in 28 points — 10 more than 
his average — in the win over Vir- 
ginia. "He is an excellent defensive 
player," said Blair. "He's very, very 
quick."

Shidler said they started calling him 
"J.D." when he was small, but at a 
point In time it became Jay. 


The Shidler name is synonymous 


with sports in the little southeastern 
community of Lawrenceville (Pop. 
5492). Located near the Wabash Riv- 
er, which separates Illinois from In- 
diana, and Just across the river from 
Vincennes, the town first followed the 
exploits of Dick Shidler, Jay's dad. 


"Dick was quite a ballplayer him-

You might have guessed that Jay, a 


muscular (6-foot 1%, 185) athlete with 
that all-round ability look about him, 
played quarterback In football and 
catcher, shortstop, third and second 
base In baseball. A leg injury as a 
junior cut short his career in football 
and he won't play baseball because of 
the all-star basketball ganies he'll he 
hi this spring. 


You also might have wondered 


about his hair. He has the bleached 
out look of a California surfer. Al- 
though he's a real blonde, he had 
help. 


"That was out of a bottle," admit- 


ted his mother. "He had real oily 
hair, so the beauty operator told me if 
I would tint it, it would take out some 
of the oil-.

Brad Smith covets NCAA medal

Next stop: The Olympics. 
Brad Smith hopes his destiny 


will carry him in that direction af- 
ter winning a national wrestling 
title last Saturday. 


The University of Iowa senior 


was back home in Arlington 
Heights on furlough this week af- 
ter capturing the 142-pound cham- 
pionship at the NCAA mat finals 
in Tucson, Ariz. He speculated on 
his latest goal and made some ob- 
s e r v a t i o n s about his recent 
achievement. 


"I felt a lot of pressure at the 


Nationals but I guess it was most- 
ly of my own making. I've been 
talking about winning a title there 
for a long time and I knew this 
would be my last crack at it." 


.Smith pointed out that the three 
weeks leading up to the big meet 
were probably even more difficult 
to endure than the pressure of the 
National tourney itself. "I was 
really down after only finishing 
third hi the Big Ten Meet (for the 
third year in a row).

Last year Brad took a 28-1 


record into the Big Ten gathering.

Bowie Kuhn orders camps to open 


TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) 
-Commis- 


sioner Bowie Kuhn ordered an imme- 
diate start to spring training Wednes- 
day following a "major concession" 
by the players, assuring an on-sched- 
ule start for the major league base- 
ball season. 


The two separate actions broke a 


month-long deadlock between the 
players and the owners that had 
threatened to delay the season's 
scheduled start op April 8. 


Knhn made his announcement from 


his office in New York a short time 
after the players Indicated here, for 
the first time, they were ready to 
compromise on the key "one-and-one" 
reserve clause issue. 


"Because,I think it is now vital that 


spring training get underway without 
further delay, I have directed that all 
' camps te opened at the earliest pos- 
sible time," Kuhn said. 


Immediate reaction from both the 


players and the owners was favor- 
able. 


"I don't kn«w what sort of an effect 


it will have on the negotiations - all I 
know is it's going to help baseball," 
said Bill Freehan, the Detroit Tigers' 


veteran catcher and player represen- 
tative. 


Brad Corbett, the owner of the 


Texas Rangers, said in Fort Worth, "I 
have been an outspoken critic of the 
commissioner, but I give him credit 
for what he did today. I think it was a 
bold move and a good one." 


The owners made what they called 


their "best and final" offer to the 
players Mpnday, and Marvin Milter, 
the players' spokesman, expressed 
dissatisfaction with it. He said he 
would recommend rejection. 


But at a meeting here Wednesday, 


the players agreed to compromise on 
the owners' demand that a "free 
agent" be limited in the number of 
teams with'Which he could bargain. 


That broke the logjam. 
Wednesday was the first time the 


players Indicated a willingness to 
budget bn the key "one-and-one" lisne 
in the dispute which already had 
caused the cancellation of more than 
100 exhibition games. 
, 


"You could say we have bargained 


away, rights we have already won and 
by doing so- we have set: ourselves up 
for possible litigation from any mem- 
bers of the union," said Freehan. 


Assuming the compromise eventual- 


ly is incorporated into an agreement 
— which must be approved by players 
as well as at least 13 clubs — would 
mean the owners never again could 
be forced into a 24-team bidding war 
over a veteran who becomes a free 
agent, such as Catfish Hunter a year 
ago. 


The Hunter case was based on a 


unique, breach of contract case. But 
this'past winter, a 20-gnme winning 
pitcher Andy Messersmith of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, who played in 1975 
without a signed contract, won his 
free agency when an arbitrator ruled 
that the option clause in his 1974 con- 
tract could only be invoked for a 
single year. 


That ruling, upheld by federal 


courts, opened the door to possibly 
hundreds of players remaining un- 
signed and becoming free agents in a 
year. The clubowners, fearful of mil- 
lions of dollars in bidding wars sim- 
ilar to those fiat have left basketball 
and hockey teams in weak financial 
shape, then made their stand. 


Until there was a new agreement, 


they said, there would be no spring 


training, no exhibition games, and if 
it, came to that, no season. 


Wednesday's moves, while they at 


least get the camps and the games 
going, still leave the two parties far 
short of a final agreement. 


"While nobody is more disappointed

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Supersonics' Bill Russell — owner of ageless laugh 


by IRA BERKOW 


There is the slightest pause before 


Bill Russell laughs that laugh. In a 
twinkling, he knots his forehead, 
squinches- his eyes — as If waiting for 
the ripples of joy to rise within his 
6-ll body — tosses back his head and 
laughs, Explodes. 


Some say that laugh is a kind of 


cackle. It is no cackle. It may be 
high-pitched like a cackle and stac- 
cato like a cackle, but it possesses a 
grandeur and gusto emphatically un- 
like a cackle. And to be within earshot 
of-this remarkable sound is to be une- 
quivocally tickled. 


The nation got a dose of it for a few 


years, back when Russell was a tele- 
vision commentator for the National 
Basketball Association games. 


When a jlvey black-named Dancin' 


Harry did an odd little jig it courtside 
during a timeout, Russell and the 
cameras watched for awhile before 
Russell broke the Spell. "Contrary to 
popular belief," he said, "not all of us 
have rhythm." And Russell laughed 
deeply. A good line is to he appre- 
ciated — even If it's'his own. 


Russell is now the coach of the 


Seattle Supersonics of the NBA. It is a 
team that in the few years he has 
been coach has gotten 'better and bet- 
ter. He seems able to make his world, 
the best and most joyous possible. 


He rid himself of some players he 


inherited who would not contribute to 
the unselfish style of play he de- 
mands; it is the unselfish style that so 
characterized him as a player with 
the Boston Celtics and helped make 
him the most dominant athlete in any 


team sport in American history. The 
Celtics won 11 world championships in 
the 13 years he played with them. 


And this from a guy who could not 


make his high school team until'his 
senior year. 


' After a loss, Russell does not punch 
lockers, as do some of his colleagues. 
He is worldly enough to elicit a laugh 
if It suits; even in a gallows situation. 


In reply to a question recently, he 


said, "Hell no I've never been embar- 
rassed about my laugh. Not every- 
body can laugh." 


He is widely respected — if not nec- 


essarily widely admired — for his 
staunch individualism. For example, 
he does not sign autographs. "It's the 
most impersonal thing I could possi- 
bly do," he explains. 


He quotes Gandhi as Saying, "I am 


only concerned with the truth as it re- 
veals itself to me." Russell adds, 
"When I was young, I soaked up in- 
formation like a sponge. Then I got to 
the point where I felt capable of mak- 
ing my own value judgments on the 
life arpund me. And I learned it is 
better to understand than to be under- 
stood. 


"For example, take the busing issue 


in south Boston. People say it in- 
volves racism. Well, I know that the 
whites m that area are primarily Ir- 
ish Catholic. And I think about the 
war in Northern Ireland. And'there 
are no blacks there. 


"And 
I think about the fighting in 


Angola, between blacks. Is it racism? 
I think it is a fear of the unknown. 
The whole world suffers from it." 


Russell says his'ruling philosophy is 


to give people room. "I don't want to 
put a bummer on anybody," he said. 
"But if it's between you putting a 


bummer on me, or me putting a bum- 
mer on you, I opt for you." 


And he laughed his lusty/laugh. 
He was asked if athletes should be 


models for youth. "Depends on the 
athlete," he said. "Generally, I think 
a father should be the model." 


He is the father of three; the eldest 


is a son 18. What can he tell the world 
about being a father? "Who knows 
anything about being a father?'1 he 
asked. "It's all hit-and-miss. I'll be 
104 years old and won't know." 


A few scraggles of white have ap- 


peared in the black beard of the 40- 
year-old Russell. Does it bother him? 


"Oh no," he said, "I've never been 


a young lover." 


"Does that mean you've always 


been a middle-aged lover?" 


Russell paused, tossed back his 


head and laughed that whopping 
laugh, that vital laugh, that ageless 
laugh.

Home buyers deserve honesty: builder 


by LEA TONKIN 


New borne buyers should expect straight talk from 


builders. 


That means discussion of housing features, construc- 


tion quality, service and cost, said Norman Hassinger. 
He Is vice president for sales and marketing of Kauf- 
man and Broad Homes, Inc., the Illinois division of , 
Kaufman and Broad, Inc., based in Los Angeles, Calif. 


Hassinger is among area home builders who advise 


potential buyers to be cautious in the choice' of. a new 
home. Acknowledging that Kaufman and Broad has had 
some problems meeting customer demands for service, 
he said a new company policy requires sates personnel* 
to give a complete list of home features and homeowner 
responsibilities to buyers. 


"There's nothing more beautiful than owning your 


own home," Hassmger said. "But there is anxiety. You 
need answers to questions about landscaping, etc. It's 
concern for the consumer." 


COMPARISON OF new homes on the market can as- 


sure buyers that they are getting the most housing for 
their money, he said Hassinger adds that a builder or 
salesman should provide consumer information on ame- 
nities such as clubhouses and recreation areas, the 
quality of kitchen cabinets and other built-in features 
and whether coverage is provided in the Home Owners 
Warranty insurance plan. 


Ask the builder about the cost per square foot, Hassi- 


nger said. A buyer «an calculate the cost by dividing 
the square footage into the total home price. Don't for- 
get to adjust the price for appliances or other extras 
you want in the unit, Hassinger said. 


The builder said customers should also check the to-

cation of the home they plan to buy, in relation to other 
homes, streets and nearby developments. Good location 
will affect the resale value and how readily, it can be 
sold, Hassinger said.

Kaufman and Broad is selling townhomes at the Bar- 


rington Square development in Hoffman Estates. A 
ranch model and two 2-story units win be introduced in 
Hoffman Estates this spring. The company sells single- 
family and multi-family housing in several other Chi- 
cago area communities. 


QUALITY AND service are important to home buyers 


and builders, seconds Bill Kennedy, executive vice pres- 
ident of Kennedy Brothers, Inc., Deerfleld. "I feel the 
buyers have become much more- sophisticated in this 
area," Kennedy said. "They know quality. They ques- 
tion techniques of construction. I'm glad to see it." 


The educated buyer will be the best house-hunter, 


Kennedy said. Among the home features a buyer can 
compare are insulation materials, the soundness of sub- 
floors, the quality of windows and installation. Kennedy 
said a buyer should also check a builder's reputation. 
"Knock on doors. Talk to customers," he said. 


Once a buyer decides the price and quality are right, 


a purchase can be made. "I would recommend that no 
home owner accept the home until he has a final in- 
spection," Kennedy added. 


A walk-through inspection by the buyer and a build- 


er's representative helps the owner "know how the 
house works," Kennedy said. "He can understand po- 
tential problems such as leaky faucets, hbw to shut off 
the water, how to remove storms and screens, how to 
treat walls and floors. If there are problems, they are 
noted." Any construction problems should be corrected 
before the buyer moves into the house, he said. 


"Communications. It all goes back to this," Kennedy 


said. He said buyers should have an understanding of 
the warranty, if offered by the builder. During the first 


year of occupancy, at least two service calls are made 
by the builder to buyers. Kennedy projects include Wil- 
low Walk in Palatine, the Groves of Hidden Creek in 
Palatine Township and several other Chicago area de- 
velopments. 


THE FINAL inspection and walk-through are impor- 


tant to new home buyers, said Peter Bianchini, produc- 
tion vice president of Lexington Development Corp. The 
firm developed the Lexington Green condominium proj- 
'ect in Schaumburg. 


"It is the time to relax and to be both thorough and 


critical," Bianchini said. He warned that damage can 
occur in a new home. "For example, if a cracked light- 
ing fixture is not noted before moving in, the builder is 
justified in assuming that it was caused by the buyer," 
he said. 


Another reason for the inspection is an assurance 


from the builder that everything in the home works 
properly. Bianchini said his company sends customers 
a walk-through checklist and a homeowner's manual at 
least a week before the final inspection. 


Among the features included in the checklist are 


plumbing fixtures, appliances, kitchen counter tops, ce- 
ramic tile, cabinetry, sliding glass doors, drywafl, 
painting, heating and air conditioning On electrical fix- 
tures, for example, buyers are asked to inspect each 
• fixture. 


"When the inspection tour is over, we give the buyer 


a special kit containing his homeowner's manual, all 
appliance literature, warranties and a supply of cus- 
tomer service request forms," Bianchini said. He said 
the program is tune consuming, but it leaves the buyer 
with a good education about the home.

Book otters building hints 


Conservationists back 
rigid forestry reform 


by BERNARD BRENNER 


WASHINGTON(UPI)-Con- 


servationist spokesmen Monday urged 
Congress to approve a forestry reform 
bill putting rigid controls on "clear 
cutting" of trees in the government's 
national forests. 


Sen. Robert Packwood, R-Ore., 


countered, however, that controlled 
clear cutting is needed to manage for- 
ests efficiently and avoid sharp in- 
creases in the cost of lumber for hous- 
ing. 


And an industry group added in a 


statement that if a bill backed by con- 
servationists is adopted, Los Angeles 
residents might have to reduce their 
us* of toilet paper by 25 per cent be- 
cause of a drop in timber supplies. 
, The sharply conflicting views on 
forest management were laid out as • 
Senate agriculture subcommittee and 
a Senate interior subcommittee 
opened joint hearings on legislation 
drafted in the wake of two recent 
court decisions which banned clear 
cutting on national forests managed 
by the Agriculture Dept. 


THE' PANELS were considering 


legislation Including" the con- 
servationist-backed bill sponsored by 
Sen. Jennings Randolph, D-W. Va., 
and others. A counter bill sponsored 
by • group of senator* headed by Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey, D-Mlnn., would 
give the Forest Service much wider 
flexibility in approving clear cutting 
— a practice in which lumbermen cut 
an area bare. 


Rep. George Brown, D-Calif., a 


leading House sponsor of the Ran- 
dolph bill, Insisted it sets "reason- 
able" guidelines tar clear cutting - 
including a 35 acre limit on such cuts 
— and is needed to help prevent over- 
use of the national forests. 


Brown conceded the bill could bring 


a 15-20 per cent reduction in timber 
harvesting from the federal forests, 
but he said this could be made up by 
increasing production from private 
lands Also, Brown testified, the re- 
strictions would protect the forests for 
future generations. 


Packwood, however, testified that 


clear cutting under controlled condi- 
tions is not only needed for timber 
production but also is often useful in 
controlling forest diseases, assuring 
the survival of some tree species 
which cannot grow in the shade, and 
improving conditions for wildlife. 


Strong support for the Randolph bill 


was voiced, meanwhile, in testimony 
prepared for the hearing by environ- 
mentalist groups including the Sierra 
Club, the Wilderness Society, the Ore- 
gon Environmental Council and De- 
fenders of Wildlife. 


SPOKESMEN FOR STATE natural 


resource and fish and game agencies/ 
including officials from Michigan, 
Vermont and Montana opposed the 
bill, however1, on grounds it was too 
rigid and would hamper efforts to pro- 
mote wildlife development in eastern 
forests. 
' 


The National -forest Products 


Assn., a forest industry group, said in 
a statement distributed to reporters 
that if timber harvesting from, nation- 
al forests in 11 western states 4s 
"strictly managed" under terms in- 
cluded in the conservationist bill, 
"raw material for' paper companies, 
Including 14 (toilet) tissue manufac- 
turers, would be reduced by at least 
one-fourth." 


"This would cause some operations 


tv curtail production since tissue 
plants mu|t operate very close to full 
capacity to remain profitable," the in- 
dustry group said. 


Factory-made house choice wide

The family that would build a home 


on its own lot but cannot afford the 
luxury of an architect and fears the 
vagaries of contractor building, may 
find a solution in manufactured hous- 
ing.

The overall classification, manufac-, 


hired housing, loosely defined, com- 
prises mobile homes, factory-assem- 
bled, transportable structures, used 
with, or without foundation as a tem-

The three types, how to go about

Times $7.95 paperback. 


Of the three types, the most ex- 


pensive and most flexible is the pre- 
fabricated, also known as "com- 
ponent" building, which most readily 
lends itself to "custom" design. 


According to the Rabbs, advantages 


of prefabricated homes include: 


• Cost-cutting possibilities. The buy- 


er can do some of the building work 
to cut costs. He can do some or all of 
his erecting and interior finishing. He 
cannot do this with mobile or modular - 
units. 


• Materials cost. Materials are pur- 


chased in vast quantities and are pre- 
cision cut for optimal fit and min- 
imum waste. 


• C o n s t r u c t i o n time. A pre- 


fabricated home will go up faster than 
a stick-built. A panelized home will go 
up faster than precut prefabs.' Modu- 
lars and mobiles go up virtually over- 
night. 


/ 
• Construction quality. Quality con-' 


trol over materials is a result of facto- 
ry production, but this applies only to 
the package itself. The quality of the 
erected home will depend on the qual- 
ity of the on-site erecting and finish- 
ing crews. 


• Range of selection. Range is wide 


in materials and design, more so than 
with mobile homes or modulars, and 
in some cases more than a local con- 
tractor might be able to offer. 


• Site suitability. Design can be 


• readily varied to adapt'the home fully 
toitsdtft. 


• Floor plan flexibility. A wide 


range o'f floor plans may be easily 
modified to suit'virtually any lifestyle. 


• Code conformity. Construction 


techniques and materials, in many 
cases, may even exceed the require- 
ments of local building codes, and 
where .changes are required they, can 
be made reamjy. 


• Delivery. The prefabricated house 


package can be delivered to almost 
any. site with a minimum of land 
clearing, 
, .. 


On thl other hand, there are dis- 


advantages to prefabricated building. 
The Rabbi mention: 
. 


• Coit, Prefabs cost more than mo* 


biles and modular! because of the on- 


site labor and, at times, substantially 
better materials. 


• On-site labor. A crew may be dif- 


ficult to hire in remote areas. 


• Construction quality, subject to 


the quality of the on-site crew, which 
may range from excellent to horrid.

25% increase 
in contracts 
for builders 


January contracts for future con- 


struction increased 25 per cent to 
$6,3(9,644,000, it was announced today 
by the F. W. Dodge Division of 
McGraw-Hill Information Systems 
Company. 


The opening month's stronger flow 


of new construction projects reversed 
the declining trend of the past several 
months, sending the seasonally-adjust- 
ed Dodge Index back up to 183. In 
December the Index, which uses 1967 
as its 100 base, had sagged to only 
137. 


McGraw-Hill Information Systems 


Company, an authority on the con- • 
struction market, produces Dodge Re- 
ports on construction activity and 
Sweet's Catalog Files of construction 
product information. 


"A single project, a billion dollar 


nuclear power plant being built in 
Northern Illinois, made almost all of 
the difference in January's con- 
tracting total," noted George A. 
Christie, vice president and chief 
economist for F. W. Dodge. "Other- 
wise, the iltuation in the construction 
industry is about the same as it has 
been since last fail: Housing clearly is 
doing better, but the critical upturn in 
commercial and industrial building 
has yet to materialize." 


Contracts for nonresidential build- 


Ings in January totaled 11,939,053,000, 
a drop of 17 per cent from the year- 
ago amount, "The latest month's de- 
cline it/contracting for nonresidential 
work was pretty much across the 
board," said the Dodge economist, 
"as commercial and industrial build- 
ing fell 13 per cent, and institutional 
and other nonresidential building de- • 
clined 19 per cent. 


Residential building started off the 


year 40 per cent higher than in 1975, 
as gains in both single family homes 
and apartments brought January's 
contract value to $2,157,040,000. 


"January's gain in the sluggish 


apartment market was encouraging, 
even though It wasn't very large," 
Christie said. "This is where most of • 
the year's expansion will have to 
come from, If we are to reach a total 
of 1.5 million housing starts in 1976." 


Contracts for nonbuilding construc- 


tion (including the $1 billion power 
plant) totaled $2,293,551,000, an 82 per 
cent gain from the previous January. 
According to Christie, electric utilities 
were the only strong category of 
heavy construction in the latest 
month, however, as contracting for 
highways, sewer and wdter facilities, 
and other nonbuilding work declined.

Surprisingly, it ls«not mccmry that 


a property be sold and settlement 
made in order for a real estate broker 
to be entitled to a commission. The 
test Is producing a buyer "ready, win- 
Ing and able" to purchase under the 
conditions set forth In the Ming 
agreement. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: I find my- 


self in a terrible position. I did not 
sen my bouse, yet the broker de- 
mands a full commission. He Is giving 
me 30 days to pay up, or he win file 
suit. Here's what happened: 


Two months ago my wife and I de- 


cided we should start getting ready 
for retirement. The first step, we 
thought, was to sell our house and 
move into an apartment. Taking care 
of the big house had become too much 
of a burden. 


We signed a listing agreement with 


a broker for $60,000. Within two weeks 
he produced a young couple who 
wanted to buy .the house at that price. 
' Then it struck us! We just couldn't 
bring ourselves to sell the house. Too 
many memories of as years of happy 
family life were in every nook and 
cranny. We told the broker we had 
changed qur minds. 


No agreement of sale was 'ever 


-signed, nor a deposit given. But in 
spite of that, the broker claims be is 
entitled to a $3,600 commission. Is he: 
- HOW CAN THAT BE? 


I have bad news for you. Based 


upon real estate practice, you do owe 
the broker the commission, even 
though your house was never sold or 
settlement made. 


If a broker produces a buyer 


2 of 3 U.S. families own 
their homes: savings league 


Almost two of every three American 


families own their homes, said the 
United States League of Savings Asso- 
ciations. 


Furthermore, a league spokesman 


said, most of those families have pur- 
chased their homes with the help of a 
mortgage loan from a savings and 
loan association. 


The U.S League Is the principal 


trade organization serving the savings 
and loan business. 


According to an information booklet 


published by the league, the American 
idea of land and home ownership is 
nearly as old as the nation itself. The 
concept was first embodied hi a 1785 
law that permitted anyone to acquire 
640 acres of unclaimed land for $1 an 
acre.

American families own their homes. 


The savings and loan business' role 


in helping families purchase homes is 
underscored by the fact that savings 
associations account for 56% of all the 
privately held mortgage debt out- 
standing, the League said. 


In contrast, commercial banks ac- 


count for 19.4% of the outstanding 
mortgage debt; mutual savings banks 
for 117%; insurance companies for 
6.5%; and other private lenders for 
6.4%. 


At the beginning of the year, sav- 


ings associations had $278 billion in- 
vested in residential mortgages — 
75% of all savings association assets. 


The money for mortgage loans 


comes from savings accounts, the 
League pointed out. Americans have 
invested more than $287 billion in 60 • 
million savings accounts at savings 
and loan association. 


Savings associations 
were first 


created in the 1830s, when banks and 
other financial institutions had little 
desire to attract personal savings ac- 
counts or make home mortgage loans. 
Ever since, savings and loan associ- 
ations have been specialized financial 
institutions serving the dual concepts 
of thrift and home ownership. 


Today, there are 4,600 savings and 


loan associations in the United States. 
Their combined assets total $340 bil- 
lion.

"ready, willing and able" to buy, 
based on the conditions set forth in 
the listing agreement, a commission 
has been earned. That is the test. 


If the young couple introduced by 


the broker had sufficient credit stand- 
ing and sufficient cash resources to 
complete the transaction at their of- 
fering price of $60,000 (also your list- 
ing price), then they fall into the cate- 
gory of "ready, willing and able." 


To protect owners from situations 


similar to the above, real estate coun- 
selors will recommend that a clause 
of this nature be added to the listing 
.agreement: "This listing agreement 
is conditioned upon an agreement of 


•ale being executed,, settlement being' 
made and funds being paid over to the 
seller If, for any reason, settlement 
is not made and funds are not paid 
over to the seller, then this listing 
agreement shall be null and void." 


With that clause, an owner does not 


have to pay a commission unless set- 
tlement is made and he has the mon- 
ey. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: Every time

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Texas thicket thinning as the ivait 
for federal assistance^ d

BEAUMONT, Tex. (UPI) - Despite \ 


a federal rescue mission for the Big 
Thicket, chain saws, real estate devel- 
opers and bark-eating insects are tak- 
ing their toll in the •once unmarked 
.•i-million-acre swath of East Texas 
wilderness. 


Stilt the biological crossroads of 


North America, the thicket in its un- 
blemished prime served as a haven 
(or renegades, outlaws and runaway 
slaves — a barrier to civilization. 
Now, 
the Thicket covers less than 


300,000 acres 'scarred by pulp pine 
plantations, trailer parks and vaca- 
tion home developments. 


Although man has intruded, scien- 


tists say the Thicket retains a unique 
mingling of 1,000 tropical, temperate, 
eastern and western species of plants 
and flowers. More than 350 species of 
birds are found there. 


For 50 years conservationists 


struggled to protect the area and in 
1974 President Ford signed legislation 
setting aside 85,560 acres as a Big 
Thicket Biological Preserve. But the 
Big Thicket isn't out of the woods yet. 


Congress has been slow to appro- 


priate the estimated $100 million to

opment," Gunter said. "The'668 acre 
Hickory Creek Unit, a long leaf pine 
area important for its rare flowers,, 
has suffered two thirds destruction 
since the creation of the preserve; 445 
of its 668 acres are now a trailer park. 


"Then there are small land owners. 


Some fear wrongly they will not be 
paid; some owners cut out of spite, 
while others may feel an economic 
pinch and believe they are forced to 
cut." 


The third is the destructive pine 


bark beetle. Conservationists accused 
lumber companies of reaping fat fi- 
nancial returns by harvesting timber 
infested with the beetle.

"Conservationists insist the beetle is 


endemic to southern forests and its. 
main function is to thin out stands of 
weakened trees," Gunter said. "They 
insist it largely occurs in areas forced 
to grow pine trees but better suited to 
hardwoods.

"Since our cur is seven years old 


and beginning to cost us money for 
tires, battery and brake cylinder, 
should we buy a new car? We spend 
about $800 each year, including insur- - 
ance, on our car. We could pay a lot 
of cab farift for $800. What should we 
do?" The writer, Mrs. C, is' 61, and 
her husband is 64. She reported that * 
driving a car was "... BECOMING 
A HASSLE." 


This couple's-car maintenance ex- 


penses appeared to be costing them a 
significant amount. While the letter 
failed to indicate the number of miles, 
1 assume mileage to be about 70,oo6r 
average for a car seven years old. 
Most cars will run reasonably well for 
at least 100,000 miles before major - 
maintenance. 


Mrs. C. raises three possible al- 


ternatives in her letter. Specific dollar 
costs and intangible or convenience ' 
factors affect a decision. Dollar costs 
are usually easier to resolve than the 
intangible factors. Looking at each al-. 
ternative in turn: 


• Continuing to' drive .their 7-year- 


old car calls for replacement of parts 
that wear with use. Tires, brake lin- 
ings, tune-ups, battery, shock absorb- 
ers and an occasional major part such 
as the master brake cylinder are used 
up in driving even when a car is new. •' 
Once these parts are replaced, they 
will last for another block of miles. 


An alternator, master brake cylin- 


der, clutch, front-end ball joints and 
similar wear parts usually require re-

placement between 60,000 to 90,000 
miles or at'least once during a car's 
lifetime. Spark plugs, points and con- 
denser for tune-ups require replace- 
ment every 12,000 to 15,000 miles. 


These maintenance expenses repre- 


sent a regular operating coat'that can 
be figured on a mileage basis. For ex- 
ample, a set df belted radial tires can' 
be expected to wear for at, least 40,000 
miles. If four tires total $200, tire cost 
figures to one-half-cent per. mile.. 
Tune-ups can be priced similarly'. -. 
• As long as an engine doesn't burn 
more than one quart of oil in 200 
miles, these regular 
maintenance 


costs cannot be avoided. Overhauling 
an engine to correct wear or to repair 
a break may tip the scale toward buy- 
ing a new car rather than repairing 
the ora one. ' 
• . 


• Presumably, a new car starts off 


with "all systsems go." Experience in- 
dicates that faults develop quickly or 
not for 60,000 to 90,000 miles. Most 
early faults will be corrected under" 
warranty. Depreciation on -a new car 
can cost more than gas, oil and 
maintenance combined during the 
first one or two years. Also, a new car 
begins using up plugs and, points, 
brakes, tires and similar expendable >

Each person or couple- 
lives a different lifestyle,; and a deci- 
sion to give up a car involves, distance 
from a bus line,'amount of travel, 


possible taxi fares to frequent destina- 
tions and access to a car for special 
occasions either by rental or from 
friends or relatives. Riding the bus af- 
fords big cash savings'. Two people 
riding twice a day, paying a basic 
fare plus one zone, would spend $1.20 
round trip for both. Figuring 300 days 
each year, such travel would,total

Commonwealth Edison Co. said rec- 


ently that it is taking steps to modify 
operation of the containment systems 
at two nuclear stations in Illinois. It is 
. understood that other owners of boil- 
ing water reactors using the same 
type of containments, called Mark 1, 
are taking similar steps, Edison said. 


The modified operating procedures 


pertain to the pressure suppression 
systems of four Edison reactors — 
two each at Dresden station near 
Morris, and Quad-Cities station near 
Moline. 


Studies undertaken almost, a year 


•go have indicated that the safety 
systems at these plants could sustain 


even the worst hypothetical break in tf 
main coolant pipe. But computations 
also showed that forces generated by 
such an improbable accident would 
cause greater stresses than originally 
anticipated in the torus structure. The 
torus serves as a reservoir for emer- 
gency cooling water and as a suppres- 
sion pool into which steam from a 
pipe break would be vented. 


Calculations show the torus would 


move about l/20th of an inch if there 
were to be a sheared-off break of the 
main coolant pipe causing a steam re- 
lease into the suppression chamber. 
In addition, stresses on the torus sup- 
port columns would be nearer to de- 
sign limits than originally anticipated. 
Neither of these would be dangerous.

He reports that environmental, em-

Brick favorite material 
for home construction 


"Brick remains the darling of home 


buyers." 


Even with the on-going and constant 


development of building materials, 
brick is still one of the most used ex- 
terior'types in the nation. 


"It all started, according to archae- 


ological authorities, 9,000 to 10,000 
years ago. Brick was discovered at 
the ancient site of a settlement be- 
neath the city of Jericho," Jackson 
Goss. of Investors Mortgage Insurance

'Much of its resurgence has been at- 
tributed to the rediscovery of brick 
as an ideal building material. 


"This popular housing product al- 


lows for freedom of maintenance — 


few families want to spend their leis- 
ure time painting a house. And no oth- 
. er material can offer such beauty, 
permanence and flexibility," he adds. 


"Whether it is used in home walls, 


fireplaces, sidewalks, steps, patio sur- 
faces or for privacy — brick just nat- 
urally blends into the land," Goss 
said. 


Heat resistant substance developed 
to repair mortar gaps in tireplaces 


NEW EAGLE, Pa. (UPI) - A man- 


ufacturer here says he has developed 
a heat resistant material to repair 
mortar gaps in home fireplaces, the 
origin of many home fires. 


The National Fire Protection Asso- 


ciation quotes the Allied Block Chem- 
ical Co. as saying fireplace and re- 
lated fires in homes were responsible 
for a loss of more than $19 million last 
year. 


Many could have been prevented by 


a visual inspection to spot dis- 
integrating mortar, the manufacturer 
said. 


Mortar material used in fireplaces 


is not heat resistant. 


After use, it tends to crumble, leav- 


ing what the company says are dan- 
gerous gaps between bricks, in the 
backwall, the hearth and around the 
flue Heat escaping through the gaps 
can easily ignite wood framework, the 
company said. 


The firm claims its newly developed 


fire plug can withstand temperatures 
up to 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
product will harden even when sub- 
jected to heat, the manufacturer says, 
adding that the material is many 
times harder than original mortars 
and cannot be scraped away with a 
knife.

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County air getting cleaner: EPA

Cutbacks in industrial and heating 


plant air pollution levels account for 
lower Chicago and Cook County par- 
ticulate matter readings, the state En- 
vironmental Protection Agency said 
Tuesday. 


The agency's figures for the years 


1971-75 deal only with general air 
quality, said Patrick Lynch, the 
EPA's air pollution control division 
manager.. "We'll feel more comfort- 
able with the analysis after we have 
examined the sources of the' pollution 
our monitors are measuring," he said. 


Lynch warned that the health-re- 


lated standards are violated in some 
parts of the city and county. Particu- 
late matter affects the respiratory 
system. Seventy-five micrograms per 
cubic meter is the annual average 
federal standard. 


Among the 1975 suburban particu- 


late .matter readings announced by 
the EPA are: Arlington Heights, 73 
micrograms; Des Plaines, 61 micro- 
grams; and Palatine, 51 micrograms. 


In the City of Chicago, a decline in 


particulate concentration and viola- 
tions was noted. In Cook County, out- 
side the city, no clear trend devel- 
oped, although violations increased 
from seven in 1971 to nine in 1975. The 
EPA also studies pollutants such as 
carbon dioxide, ozone and hydrocar- 


bons.

Xerophytes not finicky greenery 


Andy sends the Encyclopedia Brit- 


•nnlca's Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Craig Kennedy, 14, of King- 
ston, Ont., Canada, for Ms question: 
WHAT IS A XEROPHVTE? 


Plants live in almost every conceiv- 


able environment on the face of the 
earth. Although most plants live 
where there are warm temperatures, 
good rich soil and adequate moisture, 
some are not so chbosy. Some of these 
less fussy plants will live only in wa- 
ter, and some will thrive where there 
is almost no water. Still other plants 
live within temperature zones that 
would quickly kill ordinary greenery. 
One of these less fussy plants is the 
xerophyte. 


Plants are among the most adapt- 


able of living things. They have been 
found growing on almost barren rocks 
in the ice fields of the Alps, as well as 
in the hottest and driest deserts They 
can grow in snow, in the salty waters 
of the Great Salt Lake in Utah and 
along the seashores. There are certain 
plants that can even eke out an exis- 
tence in hot springs where tempera- 
tures soar as high as 180 degrees F. 


Not all plants will grow in every 


kind of environment. Each type needs 
just the right spot to suit its needs. 
Among these needs are soil, the right

temperature range and water. These 
combined essentials form the plant's 
habitat. 


If we group plants based on their 


habitats, we can divide them into 
three sections — the mesophytes, the 
xerophytes and the hydrophytes. We 
are probably most familial' with the 
plants that would be in the mesophyte 
group. These are the plants we see 
growing 1n our fields and forests. 
They are quite particular about their 
environment, insisting on one that is 
neither too wet nor too dry. 


The xerophytes can get along fine 


with very little water for long periods 
of time. These are the plants we see 
in our desert and semidesert regions. 
Good examples of these stalwart xe- 
rophyte plants include the cacti, sage- 
brush, palm trees, creosote bushes 
and yuccas. The members of this 
group have adaptions for survival in 
dry areas. 


The hydrophytes live In or near the 


water. Some grow on land with their 
roots in water-saturated soil, while 
others grow totally submerged in wa- 
ter. Seaweeds, cattails, water lilies 
and duckweeds are some of the plants 
found in this group. 


The ability to adapt to a specific en- 


vironment is important to the survival

animals. Without the plant life that 
grows and reproduces itself year after 
year, animals, would cease to exist.

Dinosaurs liv£d on earth millions of 


years ago, and legends and facts 
about these creatures have made 
them among the most fascinating pre-

animals. Although many 


types wefie gigantic and terrifying, 
these reptiles became extinct, prob- 
ably during the prehistoric Cretaceous 
period, 130 million years ago. We 
know that animal species die out for 
many reasons, and nowadays every 
possible effort is made to protect a 
threatened species. 


Scientists have several ideas as to 


why the dinosaur became extinct. One 
theory holds that gradually the great 
swamp lands where these animals 
roamed dried up. While this was hap- 
pening there also were tremendous 
changes in climate and food supplies.

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Keeping up

ITEM: The National Research Coun- 


cil, a generally respected independent 
study agency, last month released a 
three-year, five-volume study, com- 
piled by more than 60 scientists, con- 
cluding that pesticides are losing their 
effectiveness against insects while en- 
dangering the public health. 


Incredulous that such a statement 


could be straight-facedly represented 
as a new finding, I determined to call 
Dr. Samuel R. Aldrlch, assistant di- 
rector of the Illinois Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station in Urbana and a co- 
author of the report. 


He was still in Washington, and 


while waiting to hear from him, I did 
a,little research. 


Fourteen years ago, the grand- 


mother of environmentalists, Rachel 
Carson, said in her book "Silent 
Spring": "By a process of genetic se- 
lection, the insects are developing 
strains resistant to chemicals." She 
noted that "before 1945 only about a 
dozen species were known to have de- 
veloped resistance to any of the pre- 
DDT insecticides. With the new organ- 
ic chemicals . . . resistance . . . 
reached the alarming level of 137 spe- 
cies in 1960." 


BY 1071 THAT number had reached 


250, according to Harrison Wellford, a 
Nader associate, in his book "Sowing 
the Wind." 


The NRC report goes on to advise 


that more research be done to find 
alternative ways of controlling pests, 
using such means as germs and vi- 
ruses that attack certain pests, breed- 
ing pest-resistant plants, developing 
more selective pesticides and more ef- 
ficient methods of pesticide appli- 
cation. 


Miss Carson 14 years ago wrote that 


"a truly extraordinary variety of al- 
ternatives to the chemical control of 
insects is available. 


"Insects produce a variety of ven- 


oms, attractants, repellants ... Could 
we use them as selective insecti- 
cides?" (Already in 1962 a sex attrac- 
tant of the gypsy moth had been syn- 
thesized.) 


"Sound also may be a warning or 


attraction." And," insects are beset.. 
by viruses and bacteria." •{Already 
the bacterium Bacillus had been used 
against the Japanese beetle, and Ba- 
cillus thurlngiensls was being manu- 
factured and tested against several In- 
sects.) 


THE NRC AUTHORS urged "hitting 


the insect at a crucial time in its life 
cycle with a small amount of pesti- 
cide and then living with a small 
number of insects instead of striving 
for absolute control." 


Miss Carson in 1962 blasted the U. 


S. Department of Agriculture's fire 
ant "eradication" program as "the 
most expensive, most damaging, and 
most ineffective..."

While USDA sprayed massive 


amounts of heptacholor and dieldrin 
at a cost of $3.50 per acre to no avail, 
Miss Carson pointed out that 90 to 95 
per cent effectiveness could be 
achieved at 23 cents per acre by treat- , 
ing the fire ant mounds with small 
amounts of chemical in a cultivator. 


Because of the extensive environ- 


mental damage done by those chem- 
icals, USDA -switched to mirex and 
continues spraying it today at a cost 
of many millions of dollars per year, 
without eradicating the fire ant and in - 
spite of the environmental and health 
dangers of mirex noted In "Sowing 
the Wind." 


WHEN DR. ALDRICH returned my 


call, I asked him who had paid for the 
NRC study. He said grants came from 
the Ford Foundation, and from USDA 
and the Environmental Protection 
Agency (that's your money). 


I asked whom the report was for. 


That question never did get very 
clearly answered. Dr. Aldrich said the 
report was NOT addressed to "highly 
knowledgeable people" in these fields, 
that it was written in non-technical 
language. Okay, maybe it's for you 
and me and the farmers and people 
interested In the environment. How 
can we get it or see it? 


Well, it's not in your local library, 


nor your local USDA office — and it 
exists only as' five volumes plus a 
summary report. It seemed to come 
as a surprise to Dr. Aldrich that any- 
body might actually want to read it, 
but if they did, they would have to 
write to the NRC and pay $11 for the 
summary, or $26 for the whole report. 


DID THE STUDY maybe castigate 


the government's past lack of funding 
and lack of interest in alternative 
methods of pest control and issue a 
ringing call for certain corrective ac- 
tions to be taken by particular 
agencies? 


"The report looks to the future rath- 


er than criticizing the past," Dr. Al- 
drich told me. "We assumed people 
did the best they could in the past. We 
say clearly that additional resources 
should be put into alternatives to 
chemical control. 


"There were some changes sug- 


gested, some recommendations for 
EPA and USDA. We said there should 
be better monitoring of application of 
all pesticides and annual reports on 
the total pounds of every chemical 
used." 


I guess these things just have to be 


repeated over and over for a century 
or so until they sink in. But if nobody 
was burned to the point of feeling ei- 
ther guilt or public pressure, and if 
the report is likely to sit on a shelf 
gathering dust because it's not really 
directed at government agencies and 
it's not really directed at the public .. 
. what good is it?

Arnie W. and his wife had a 5-year- 


old daughter. "My wife used to be so 
frustrated with me she'd hit the kid." 


Every night Arnie watched the 11 


o'clock sports results on television. If 
he won, he didn't "need" to have sex 
with his wife. 


"If I lost, I didn't want to have any- 


thing to'do with her." 


Arnie is one of an estimated 10 mil- 


lion Americans afflicted with a chron- 
ic disease that until a few years ago 
was not even considered a medical 
problem. 


Despite the enormous suffering it 


causes, state and local governments, 
businessmen and even church groups 
inadvertently spread the contagion. 


The disease is compulsive gam- 


bling. 


The sickness touches not only its 


immediate victims, but an estimated 
40 million relatives, who must put up 
with a gambler's Jies, emotional with- 
drawal and financial irresponsibility. 


AS ARNIE SAID, "It's what it does 


to the family and the quality of life." 


A pioneering Veterans Adminis- 


tration study completed last year dis- 


tinguished between the compulsive 
gambler and the social gambler, who 
bets for amusement rather than need. 


The average compulsive gambler is 


a man in his thirties, deeply in debt, 
whose family needs are provided for 
by his relatives or welfare, the study 
said. 


"His wife is regularly threatening 


divorce. There are discipline prob- 
lems with the children." 


The gambler must avoid most 


friends because he owes them money, 
the study said. "He sleeps poorly, 
eats irregularly and is indifferent to- 
ward sexual activity." 


"He .thinks about gambling con- 


stantly," the VA paper concluded. 
"He dreams of the big win, the only 
comfort for his depression." 


THE THREE-YEAR treatment 


study of 50 gamblers in the Brecks- 
ville Division of Cleveland VA hospi- 
tals — the only such program in the 
United States — showed a marked 
similarity in the emotional needs of 
compulsive gamblers and alcoholics.

The standard blood test for syphilis is merely a chemical reac- 


tion. When a person has had syphilis, he may (but does not always 
have) a chemical in the blood that produces a specific reaction and 
results in a positive test. That's why the test is useful in detecting 
someone who has had syphilis. 


Things don't stop there. The body is also able to produce a sim- 


ilar or like chemical in certain other conditions which are not 
associated with syphilis at all. Then when the same test is done, 
this chemical will cause a positive test. We call these false posi- 
tives. The value of a laboratory test is dependent upon its ability to 
detect a disease without giving false positive reaction in people who 
do not have it. 


The standard syphilis blood test is pretty good but not perfect. 


There are individuals who have false positive tests. Additional tests 
can also be run to narrow this problem down for the individual. I 
presume from your remarks that your doctor is quite confident that 
your husband did not have syphilis and that his test reaction is 
caused by one of these flukes in chemical reactions. I fail to see 
how you can blame your husband for having a chemical reaction in 
his blood stream over which he had no control at all. 


*YOUR DOCTOR HAS told you he doesn't have syphilis. He has 
also tested you as part of the total examination and determined 
that you don't have syphilis despite having lived in the marriage 
with your husband for years. What else do you need? While I can't 
vouch for your husband's behavior, your statements lead me to 
believe that he has a clean bill of health as far as any evidence of 
vcneral disease. You're reacting to something that is not too differ- 
ent than if he showed up with mild jaundice because he had a 
chemical reaction in the blood. 


You should be happy that the medical tests showed that your 


husband did not have venereal disease. Your concern really should 
be directed toward hoping that the unique chemical reaction that he 
had does not indicate that he has any important medical problems 
that will affect his health in the future. 


Individuals who give or lose blood lose iron. Repeated episodes

Mild detergent solution 
cleans fireplace wall 


Dear Dorothy: Help! A fire was started in our fireplace and, 


since the damper was not open the rock quartz fireplace wall is 
now black. What can be done?—Geneva E. Box 


If you're sure it's rock quartz, you can use a mild detergent 


solution with a little household ammonia in it. You can use an old 
toothbrush to get into the crevices. However, if it is at all possible 
that the pieces are marble, you can't use ammonia in the solution 
as marble is susceptible to strong acids. But whether it's quartz or 
marble, you can't go wrong using a mild detergent solution. 


Dear Dorothy: Occasionally, instead of giving the family sliced

Artie, Bemie and' Arnie are all 


members of Gamblers Anonymous, a 
self-help program that began in Los 
Angeles on a Friday the 13th nearly 18 
years ago. 


Today, there are nearly 350 GA 


chapters with an estimated 8,000 
m e m b e r s throughout the United 
States and In Canada, Australia, Brit- 
ain, Ireland, New Zealand and Bel- 
gium. 


A Council on Compulsive Gambling 


was set up in 1972 to educate the pub- 
lic, legislators and even the medical 
profession about the little-known ill- 
ness which GA estimates afflicts 10 
million Americans, slightly less than 


the number of alcoholics. 


Msgr. Joseph Dunne, a New York 


City police chaplain and council presi- 
dent, said the organization "is not 
against all gambling as such." 


ITS PURPOSE is to "educate the 


public to the dangers of gambling" 
and convince legislators to remember 
before voting for lotteries, off-track 
betting and other forms of legalized 
gambling "the necessity of aiding the 
victims." 


The police chaplain criticized many 


religious leaders, including members 
of his own faith; for refusing to take a 
stand against legalized gambling, 
and, in many cases, actively promot- 
ing gambling through bingo games 
and "Las Vegas nights." 


"The last person to benefit from le- 


galized gambling is the gambler," he 
said. "If you foster gambling, you 
'should understand the dangers."

stem, so to leave about an inch of 
stem bare. Dip the stem in Rootone to 
promote rapid rooting and anchor the 
cutting with a hairpin or similar met- 
al clip. Plant in a 2% inch pot filled 
with damp vermiculite or wrap the 
dipped stem in moist rough sphagnum 
mpss pieces (not shredded or sheet 


moss), before planting in average pot- 
ting mix (to avoid the vermiculite 
step). Put the pot in a plastic bag and 
tie the .top to keep in the moisture. 
Keep the cutting out of direct sun, un- 
til roots form. 


If started in vermiculite, transfer 


the rooted cutting to a three-inch pot 
filled with average potting mix: two 
parts potting soil, one part shredded 
peat moss or vermiculite or perlite 
and one part sharp builder's sand or 
bird gravel. Fertilize rooted cutting 
every month with fish emulsion or liq- 
uid seaweed. Rooted baby tears re- 
quires full sun, soil kept quite moist 
and the plant misted frequently. It's 
an easy plant to grow!

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If we ate like Jefferson did 


The dietary temperance of Amer- 


ica's third president, Thomas Jeffer- 
son, would do well today in preventing 
heart disease, says an Oregon physi- 
cian. 


The alternate diet proposed by Dr. 


William E. Connor of the University 
of Oregon Health Sciences Center, 
Portland, reduces consumption of 
high cholesterol foods, saturated fats, 
sugar and salt. 


Jefferson once wrote in a letter to a 


friend- "1 have lived temperately, 
eating little animal food, and not as 
an aliment, so much as a condiment 
for the vegetables which constitute 
my principal diet." He lived to be 83, 
at a time when a man's average life 
span was 35 to 37 years. 


Dr. John P. McGovern, an allergist 


whose hobby Is medical history, ar- 
rived at those figures by extrapolating 
figures for the mld-lSOOs back to the 
Jcffersonian period. He said a person 
born about the same year as Jeffer- 
son, 1743, would have a life expectancy 
of 35 to 37 years. A person who 
reached age 20 by about 1760 could 
expect to live into his late 40s or early 
SOS. 


Connor says someone following Jef- 


ferson's practice would take two to 10 
years to make a permanent change in 
his diet.

Sample menus require tew recipe changes 


The "Alternative American Diet" recommended 


by Dr. William E. Connor of the University of Ore- 
gon Health Sciences Center, Portland, may require 
some new recipes, but in most cases the dietary 
changes can be accomplished with minor differences 
in old recipes. 


Following are two daily sample menus. 
• Menu No. 1: 
Breakfast: Fruit or fruit juice, cereal with skim 


milk and toast with margarine. 


Lunch: Soup, meatless sandwich or beans, relishes 


and fresh or canned fruit. 
, Dinner: Broiled salmon steaks, baked potato with 
margarine, broccoli with sliced almonds, tossed sal- 


ad with Italian dressing, fruit cup and oatmeal cook- 
ies. 


Beverages: as desired. 
Snacks: Fruit and unsalted popcorn. 
• Menu No. 2: 
Breakfast: Fruit or fruit-juice, scrambled egg sub- 


stitute and toast with margarine. 


Lunch: Grilled sandwich filled with 99 per cent fat- 


free cheese; fresh vegetables and fresh or canned 
fruit. 


Dinner: Lean beef stew with vegetables, mashed 


potatoes, molded cranberry salad, hot rolls with 
margarine, orange sherbet and a cookie. 


Beverages: as desired. 
Snacks: Fruit and graham crackers.

Good 
beef up 
freezing 


With beef prices at the lowest level 


in nearly a year, this is a good time to 
beef up your own freezer supplies. Ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture (USDA), the supply of beef 
marketed in March is expected to be 
about 10 per cent higher than a year 
ago. Grain-fed beef will account for 
the bulk of the increased supply. 


A dramatic shift in the makeup of 


beef supplies is underway. During late 
1975, less than SO per cent of beef out- 
put was grain-fed beef. Instead, cow 
beef and grass-fed or forage-fed beef 
accounted for an unusually large 
share of the total supply.- Now more 
than 60 per cent of the supply is 
grain-fed beef. 


Average prices for Choice beef at 


retail trended downward during the 
las,t half of 1975 and current retail 
prices are sharply below late 1975 lev- 
els, reflecting a sharp drop in grain- 
fed cattle prices. 


Here are some suggestions from the 


USDA for freezing meat: 


• Beef will maintain its quality for 


about 8 to 12 months if properly 
wrapped and stored at zero degrees. 


• For best protection, the meat 


should be wrapped in a moisture and 
vapor-proof wrap (heavy aluminum 
foil, heavily waxed freezer paper or 
specially laminated paper). 


• When wrapping steaks or patties, 


a double thickness of heavily waxed 
paper should be placed between each 
steak or patty. It will enable you to 
open the package and remove as 
many as you wish. 


• When wrapping the entire pack- 


age — be it several steaks, patties or 
individual roasts — try to wrap the 
meat as closely as possible to elimi- 
nate all air and thus avoid freezer 
burn. 


• Meat that has been defrosted, but 


refrigerated after thawing, can be re- 
frozen safely. Although it is safe, re- 
freezing is not recommended since it 
usually results in a loss of quality of 
the meat. 


Cabbage tales 


Scholars disagree on the precise his- 


tory of a common American dish, 
cabtage. 


The Romans and Greeks receive 


some credit for introducing it to Eu- 
rope, but a Frenchman brought it to 
the New World and planted it in Cana- 
da several hundred years ago. 


There'* no written 'record of cab- 


bage here in the United States until 
1680. However, American folklore has 
it that the reason the Dutch paid $24 
for Manhattan Island was because of 
the cabbage growing there. By 1854, 
Jhe U.S. Patent Office was dis- 
* tributing cabbage seeds. 


Now fresh green cabbage is a treat 


whether served as a aide dfeh or the 
main entree. It also prove* to be an 
excellent source for daily require- 
ments of Vitamin C.

tissue in blood vessel walls. When the 
buildup begins to prevent blood flow, 
heart attacks can result. 


Atherosclerosis is blamed as the un- 


derlying cause of nearly one million 
deaths a year from stroke and heart 
attacks. Connor said a low-cholesterol 
diet begun at an early age may great- 
ly reduce the number of deaths from 
the disease. 


"For 95 per cent of the Individuals 


who develop coronary heart disease 
and other atherosclerotic events (such 
as gangrene of the feet), dietary and 
environmental factors are the most 
crucial," he told a meeting of the 
American Heart Association Science 
Writers Forum in Houston. 


Connor would reduce the normal 


American diet of about 750 milligrams 
of cholesterol daily about 100 milli- 
grams by using meat as a seasoning 
instead of a main dish. 


THE FIRST DIET phase would low- 


er average cholesterol intake to about 
450 milligrams per day. Connor rec- 
ommends deleting egg yolks (egg 
whites do not contain cholesterol), 
butterfat, lard and organ meat and 
substituting margarine for butter, 
vegetable oils and shortening for lard, 
skim milk for whole milk and decr- 
easing use of table salt. 


Phase two cuts the average con- 


sumption of a pound of meat per day 
to six or eight ounces; it reduces in- 
take of fat and cheese and products 


containing salt. Connor said this 
phase would require some new reci- 
pes, to reduce cholesterol intake to 
300 milligrams per day. 


The final phase would limit meat, 


fish and poultry to three to four 
ounces a day. Connor suggests these 
foods be used as condiments in larger 
dishes, not as the main dish. He said 
fish and poultry are much better 
choices than meat. 


The last phase also includes low- 


cholesterol cheeses and a further re- 
duction of salt used in cooking to low- 
er cholesterol counts to 100 milli- 
grams per day. For special occasions, 
regular cheese, chocolate, coconut 
and salty foods can be served, he 
added. 


When the final phase is reached, fat 


content, which represents 40 per cent 
of the calories in a normal diet, will 
have been halved.

Looking for something different and 


delectable to serve your family? Try 
your hand with variety meats. Variety 
meats are those highly nutritious, fla- 
vorful organ-type parts of beef, veal, 
pork and lamb. 


They include tongue, liver, hearts, 


tripe, sweetbreads, brains and kid- 
neys. Yet many people know little 
about them as food. 


Fresh, pickled, corned or smoked is 


the way to buy tongue. Smoked, 
corned or pickled tongue may be 
soaked In water for several hours be- 
fore cooking to make the flavor mild- 
er. Change the water and cook it slow- 
ly for several hours until tender. It 
may be served hot or cold. 


All liver is rated high nutritionally. 


It is an excellent source of such nutri- 
ents as iron, copper, vitamin A, rl- 
boflavin, nlacln and thiamin. While 
lamb and veal (calf) liver may be 
pan-fried'or broiled, pork and most 
beef liver come from mature animals 
and are best when braised. 


Heart is a firm textured meat with 


very little waste. Because heart is a 
less tender meat, it requires long, 
slow cooking in moisture. An especial- 
ly tasty dish is heart stuffed with a 
savory dressing. 


Tripe, plain or smooth lining from 


the first beef stomach, the honey- 
corned lining from the second stem-" 
ach, and the pocket-shaped part from 
the end of the second stomach, may 
be purchased partially cooked, pick- 
led or canned. When cooked, the tex- 
ture of tripe should be like that of soft 
gristle. It may be served with a 
sauce, fried, broiled, baked, creamed 
or as an ingredient in pepper pot, a 
thick soup. 


Sweetbreads, the thymus glands, 


are made up of two parts of a young 
calf — the heart sweetbread and the 
throat sweetbread. They are whit* 
and soft and have a very delicate 
taste. Cooked sweetbreads may be 
served broken into small pieces and 
scrambled with eggs, reheated in' a 
cream or tomato sauce, fried, made 
into croquettes, used in salad or 
boiled. 


Brains and sweetbreads are much 


alike in tenderness and texture. They 
may be used interchangeably in all 
recipes. 


The membrane and hard parts 


should be removed from kidneys be- 
fore cooking. Lamb kidneys can be 
split or left whole. Beef kidneys, 
which are less tender than other kid- 
neys, should be made into a stew or 
braised. Lamb or veal kidneys are 
tender enough to be broiled. Because 
they tend to have a strong odor, it 
helps to soak them in water and vine- 
gar in the refrigerator for a couple of 
hours before continuing the recipe. 


Since variety meats are to be 


thawed before cooking, they should be 
left in the freezer wrap and thawed hi 
the refrigerator to help prevent the 
growth of bacteria.

Inter falls prey to mistakes — some 
major, some minor. You might like to 
know what to do when disaster 
strikes, other than throwing the whole 
thing out. 


It is possible to save a dough, if one 


knows how to take proper steps. 


One of the common errors is to for- 


get to put in the yeast. After proceed- 
ing with the bread mixing process all 
the way to the point where we are 
going to expect the dough to rise, ei- 
ther you suddenly remember that 
yeast was omitted, or you let it sit an 
hour or two white it doesn't budge at 
all, at which point recollection hits 
full force. 


Take the dough back to the counter 


and dump it out on the floured sur- 
face, patting it out into a flat piece. 
Soften the yeast in a minimum 
amount of liquid — for instance, 1 
ounce of yeast, depending on the size 
of your recipe, in about 2 tablespoons 
of milk, cream or water. Stir until it 
becomes a creamy paste. Distribute 
over the surface of the dough; roll up 
and start kneading. It will be a little 
sticky and will ooze out until you start 
working it in well, but in a few min- 
utes you will have incorporated the 
yeast into the dough. You must be 
sure to knead sufficiently well to dis- 
tribute it thoroughly throughout the 
dough. It shouldn't take longer than 5 
minutes.

befor you set* the dough to rise, these 
Ingredients can be kneaded in dry the 
same way as the yeast paste was, 
being sure to knead it enough to get 
good disbursement. However, if your 
dough has risen, the omission will be 
m o r e apparent because unsalted 
dough rises much quicker and higher 
in the same length of time. Salt is an 
inhibitor of fermentation, while at the 
same tune it strengthens the gluten in 
the dough, making dough better able 
to bold the gas necessary for a light 
loaf of bread. 


Forgetting the sugar will not be as 


apparent visually, but if you make it 
a point to taste a little piece of dough, 
its omission will be noticeable.' In this 
case, the dough may rise more slow- 
ly, since you have not provided the 
yeast with sugar to feed upon during 
fermentation. 


If the flour has been mis-measured 


and you find the dough too stiff to 
knead, it is possible to achieve the 
texture desired by slowly adding more

moisture. It takes about a half cup of 
liquid to being one cup of extra flour 
to the right consistency. If you wish at 
this point to bring the other in- 
gredients into line, follow this rule of 
thumb when you have an unwanted 
extra cup of flour in your dough: for 
each cup of extra flour add one tea- 
spoon salt, two and one half teaspoon 
sugar, and one tablespoon shortening. 


To correct a batch of bread which 


has too much liquid, use these propor- 
tions: for every half cup of unwanted 
liquid add one cup of flour, two and 
one half teaspoons sugar, one tea-

Franklin D. Roosevelt served hot 


dogs to the Queen of England when he 
was president. 


President Warren G. Harding kept 


his private stock of spirits when he 
was in the White House during the 
Prohibition. 


And Abraham Lincoln used to go to 


the meat markets to choose his own 
steaks. 


AT LEAST that's the 'story from 


Sheri Smith, author, cook, caterer and 
Bicentennial consultant with the At- 
rium restaurant in Rolling Meadows. 


"I've found the Presidents' eating 


habits fascinating," she said recently. 
"Their meals ranged from sumptuous 
to spartan." 


Ms. Smith, who said, she "loves 


doing research," is working to coordi- 
nate presidential dishes to be served 
during the restaurant's noon meals. 
"This way the Bicentennial will be 
available for people to experience," 
she said. 


While doing her research she found, 


not surprisingly, that the First Ladies 
played an important part in White 
House food. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Dolly Madison, 


wife of the fourth president, spent 
around ISO a day on food, said Ms. 
Smith. "And those were days of 75- 
cent turkeys." 


Mrs. Madison was the first wife to 


enjoy White House entertaining, she 
continued. "She served cakes and 
created lots of recipes Martha Wash- 
ington borrowed." 


The Madisons weren't the only big 


spenders on food. Thomas Jefferson 
spent $11,000 on wine his first year in 
office, said Ms. Smith. "He liked 
Baked Alaska, too." 


Jefferson ignored rank, she said. He 


was democratic in whom he served. 
He ate little animal food, "but he 
brought salads into vogue," she said. 


ON THE OTHER hand, James Mon- 


roe, 
the fifth president,, was strict

about who ate at the White House. 
"He was also a strict teetotaler." 
. Abraham Lincoln ate less than any 
other President, continued Ms. Smith. 
With the exception of his steak, he 
had few other preferences. "His wife 
had a lot to do with-the White House 
food. In fact, she was ridiculed for her 
lavish entertainment during the Civil 
War." 


Afterward, when Ulysses Grant was 


in office, "There, was an unmatched 
era of opulence;" she said, "He was 
known for serving 23 courses of food 
to 36 people." 


Theodore Roosevelt enjoyed wilted 


dandelion greens; Calvin Coolldge 
called every meal supper and liked 
pickles from Vermont; Herbert Hoo- 
ver loved homemade sugared al- 
monds. 


"WILLIAM HOWARD Taft was a 


constant dieter," although it appears 
he was never too successful at it. He 
weighed 332 pounds, Ms. Smith said. 
"The doctors once told him he had to 
lose some weight, so he cut down his 
breakfast. Instead of a 12-ounce steak, 
he trimmed it to eight ounces. With it 
he had two oranges, three pices of 
toast and coffee." 


It was the Kennedys who brought 


elegance back to the White House full 
force, she continued. Although the 
President preferred milk and cinna- 
mon toast, "Jackie stressed the best 
of U.S. life and taste." 


Ms. Smith, who maintains that "all 


food has a basic Integrity," has a col- 
lection of recipes based on the Presi- 
dents. Two are given below.

1 cup currants, soaked overnight 


in a tightly closed jar in 
% cup brandy 


1 tablespoon sugar 
% cup scalded milk 
1 yeast cake 
% cup warm water

% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon mace 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 egg, whole 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
To the scalded milk add 1 table- 


spoon sugar; cool/Dissolve the crum- 
bled yeast in warm water and add to 
the milk. Add the unsifted flour, and 
beat until well blended. Let rise in 
warm place until it has doubled In 
bulk, about 1 hour.

light. Sift flour, salt, mace and cinna- 
mon together; add egg to creamed 
mixture and'beat until light.

Recent studies by .the Federal 


Trade Commission show that Ameri- 
cans believe claims by food adverti- 
sers and manufacturers. When words 
like "nutritious" or "wholesome" are 
used, the typical American believes 
the advertiser is conveying objective 
information about the nutritional val- 
ue of his product, however vague the 
terminolgy may be. 


Many also assume these claims are 


based on governmental guidelines. 


However, the government does not 


have any such guidelines for food ad- 
vertising. Foods purchased may be 
what advertisers say they are, but it 
largely depends-on how consumers In- 
terpret the words used. 


For example, many in the study as- 


sociated the word "energy" with pro- 
tein, vitamins, or sugar — not with 
"calories," the nutritionally correct 
choice. 


To help remedy the confusion, the 


FTC will begin hearings in April to 
investigate comprehensive standards 
for food advertising.

Plaines, will begin June 1. 


The three-story enclosed shopping 


mall is part of a $12 million joint ven- 
ture by J. R. Gottlieb and Co., Chicago 
and Erikson and Stevens Inc., Des' 
Plaines. Construction of a 10-story Su- 
perblock office building began last 
year.

THE 140,000-SQUARE-FOOT shop- 


ping mall will'house about 40 stores, 
and is expected to be completed early 
next year, Gottlieb said. 


Spiegler Department Store, Des 


Plaines, will be the primary tenant in 


the, shopping center, occupying about 
22,000 square-feet on all three floors. 


Mel Helms, vice president of J. R. 


Gottlieb, said developers are talking 
to other businesses about renting the 
remaining space in the shopping cen- 
ter.

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Baby Town zoning ruling 
called 'unfair9 by owner 


The owner of a day care center in 


DCS Plaims has charged city officials 
with "unjust and unequal" application 
of city zoning laws. 


Lorraine Angell, owner of Baby 


Town Day Care Center, 2329 Birch St., 
made the charge as a result of the 
city council's recent denial of a spe- 
cial-use permit with a variation to al- 
low her to expand her operation. 


In addition to denying the request, 


the city is involved in a Circuit Court 
battle with Mrs. Angell over whether 
her present operation should be 


allowed in a residential area. 


IN A LETTER TO city officials, 


Mrs. Angell said she has been treated 
unfairly because the city is allowing a 
nursery school to operate without a 
special use permit in a former church, 
at 1280 Algonquin Rd. 
, 
, 


Mrs. Angell said the nursery school, 


Tender Love and Care, is located in a 
residential area and the building is 
"no longer a church in any way, 
shape or form. It should have to apply 
for a special-use permit if it is to con- 
tinue operating." 


Park View top choice 
of Dist. 26 for closing

sons for its low rating. 


THE BOARD Tuesday approved an 


administration plan to close one ele- 
mentary school, cut 21 teachers and 
increase class size from 20 to 26 pu- 
pils per class, saving the district 
about $300,000. 


Dlst. 26 will face bankruptcy by 


1977-78 if spending remains at the cur- 
rent level and revenues are not in- 
creased. In addition, enrollment is ex- 
pected to drop from 2,375 pupils this 
year to 2,257 for 1976-77, and to 2,023 
by the 1980-81 school year. 


The board will not make a final de- 


cision on which school will be shut 
down until April 6, Board Pres. Leora 
Rosen said. Mrs. Rosen said a public 
heating will be held at the April 6 
meeting before a decision is made. 


The evaluation of which school to 


close was conducted by two central 
office administrators, a building ad- 
ministrator and one board member. 
The committee used a weighted rank- 
ing system prepared by Skokie Dist. 
68. 


BOARD MEMBER William Haase 


asked for another ranking of the 
schools by an independent committee. 
He suggested a five person committee 
consisting of an architect, an educa- 
tion professor, and administrators and 
school board members from outside 
Dlst. 26. 


"While the board members in Dist. 


26 are qualified to evaluate the 
schools, the public might argue that 
some people were biased," Haase said 
Wednesday. "Let's get people from 
outside the district to use the same 
criteria and come up with indepen- 
dent results." 


Fridlund said he will appoint an in- 


dependent committee and its findings 
will be used in the final evaluation of 
which school to close. 


"The first report was a dry run," 


Fridlund said. "If the five people use 
those guidelines and come up with dif- 
ferent results we will present them to 
the board." 


Board member Peggy Golden said 


she expected the independent com- 
mittee to come up with the same re- 
sults. 
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"I EXPECT THAT if we have a 


second group do an' evaluation using 
our criteria, we will be able to repro- 
duce similar results if the rating in- 
strument is valid," Mrs. Golden said. 


The method used to evaluate the 


schools consisted of nine criteria for 
building characteristics. 


The schools were judged on their 


flexible and effective space for educa- 
tional purposes and support services, 
adaptability to enrollment gain or 
loss, need for plant maintenance and 
improvements, traffic safety patterns 
and travel distance for pupils among 
others. 


Park View received the lowest rat- 


ing, followed by Bond School, 350 Wolf 
Rd., Mount Prospect. Fridlund said 
he would prefer to keep Bond open 
because of its unique educational pro- 
gram and architectural design. 


"IT HAS ALWAYS been obvious 


that the physical arrangement at 
Bond (six classrooms clustered 
around each of two Learning Centers) 
represented the latest in educational/ 
architectural thought," Fridlund said 
in his report to the board. 


"If a building must be closed and 


the first and most important consid- 
eration is what happens inside the 
school door and not the address of the 
school, then the building to keep open 
is Bond School," he said. 


Park View has an enrollment of 376 


pupils. The 18-classroorn school was 
build in 1986. 


Park View Principal Tomkins Barn- 


hart said if Park View is closed next 
fall, students will attend Indian 
Grove, Bond and Feehanville schools. 


Firdlund said it will cost at least 


$10,000 to transport Park View stu- 
dents to other schools. 


Fridlund also said the district hopes 


to rent whichever school is vacated, 
which would provide additional reve- 
nue for the district. 


Michael Richardson, city director of 


planning and zoning Wednesday said 
he believes Mrs. Angell's complaint is 
"groundless." 
. ' 


"The day care center on Algonquin 


Road is not a residential structure, 
it's a church," he said. "If she were 
to operate her day-care center out of 
a church or in a commercial area she 
could do it without a special-use per- 
mit." 


IN ADDITION TO the complaint 


about the nursery school, Mrs. Angell 
has lodged complaints against Aid. 
Joseph Szabo, 1st, and Aid. Thomas 
Koplos, 1st. 


She has charged that Szabo, a ma- 


son contractor, is in violation of city 
zoning ordinances because he oper- 
ates his business out of a residence at 
385 Graceland Ave. 


Szabo was unavailable for comment 


Wednesday, but one city official said 
the use is legal since Szabo has oper- 
ated out of the location for more than 
20 years, long before a city ordinance 
prohibiting it was enacted. 


Mrs. Angell said Koplos should have 


abstained from voting on her request 
for a special-use permit since he is 
the owner of a building at 1159 Algon- 
quin Rd. that houses Miss Mary's 
Teeny Town, another day-care center. 


KOPLOS SAID, however, he does 


not believe his action in voting 
against the Baby Town request was 
improper, 


"I'm not going to lose any sleep 


over this because I talked with the 
city attorney before I did anything," 
he said. "He said it was all right if I 
owned the building as long as I had no 
interest in the business." 


"I have nothing-whatever to do with 


the business," he said. "All I do is 
collect the rent." 


Mrs. Angell said she will not drop 


the complaints until she is given an 
opportunity to publicly air her griev- 
ances at a city council meeting. 


"I will expect them to hear the 


complaints," she said. "I will have a 
sizable number of objectors with me 
whenever the meeting is."

Back in the 1920s when Daniel Berg- 


man bought his 200 acres of land 
akmg Ela and Algonquin roads he 
paid less than $200 an acre. Last year 
a neighbor sold some of his land for 
$6,000 an acre. 


Farmers "simply can't afford not to 


sell at $3,000 to $10,000 an acre," 
Bergman's son, Harold, said: The 
younger Bergman farms 38 acres, 
that his 94-year-old father still owns. 


Some of the elder Bergman's con- 


temporaries have sold their farms in 
Palatine and surrounding townships 
for 
significant profits and then 


moved Downstate' to retire or to buy 
cheaper land and begin farming' 
again. 


"THERE'S A TREMENDOUS pres- 


sure on farmers to convert their land 
from farm to commercial," said Bill 
Whiteside, farm adviser for 'Cook 
County extension office in Tinley 
Park, "there's just no way under the 
sun a farmer can resist a super fan- 
tastic deal like 600 per cent return on 


his initial investment." 


Because of farmers' inability to re- 


sist and the continuing urban sprawl, 
the number of producing farm acres 
in Cook County has dwindled, White- 
side said. The county has '622,000 
acres of land including public, pri- 
vate, commercial and agricultural. 


In the three years from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of producing farm acres 
dwindled from 3,561 acres in Palatine 
Township to 3,000 acres in 1974, ac- 
cording to the Illinois Dept. of Agri- 
culture.

Bergman's neighbor got represents 
farmland estimated not for'its agri- 
cultural use in producing corn and 
soybeans but ils commercial potential, 
in apartment complexes and shopping 
centers. 


That formula works well when a 


farmer is ready to sell, but it is also 
used in assessing estate tax liability. 
Most farmers think that's unfair. 


If the younger Bergman were to in- 


herit his .father's 38 acres of land, he 
might have to sell the land to pay the 
federal estate tax. If the elder Berg- 
man's estate were valued at the price 
his neighbor got last Spring, the 
younger Bergman would face taxes on 
an estate valued at at least $168,000 
($228,000 less the $60,000 federal estate 
exemption). 


Most farmers are "hoping and pray- 


ing" that exemption will soon be in- 
creased, said Leonard W. Schultz, a 
Woodstock farmer and board member 
of the Illinois Agriculture Assn. 
(IAA). "And if inflation keeps going 
the way it has been, (who knows) what 
would be enough?" 


SCHULTZ SAID THE IAA hasn't 


endorsed any of the 206 bills currently 
being considered in Congress which 
call for estate exemption increases 
ranging from $150,000 to $200,000. 


One of the bills would value farm 


land at its current use rather than its 
market value. The bill, introduced by 
Rep. 
Omar Burleson, D-Tex., also 


would increase the estate exemption 
to $200,000 and make it available to all 
persons, not just farmers. 


.Burleson's bill also would raise the 


marital deduction of 50 per cent to 50 
per cent plus $100,000. The Library of 
'Congress estimates that if Burleson's 
bill were, adopted-and applied to ev- 
eryone, the U.S. Treasury would lose 
as much as $2.52 billion a year in tax 
revenue. 


President Ford has proposed rais- 


ing the 'exemption to $150,000 and al- 
lowing the estates,1 inheritors 20 years 
to pay the tax at reduced interest 
rates.' 


Such proposals don't placate farm- 


ers contemplating the ultimate toss of 
their farmlands and the farming tra- 
dition fading from their families, 
•Whiteside said. Progressive Farmer 
Magazine estimates from 200,000 to 
400,000 farms will disappear during 
the next 20 years unless something is 
done to encourage young persons to 
enter farming and stay. 


"It's very sad to think of succeeding 


generations who have a farming past 
but have no land they can afford to 
keep," Whiteside said. "Land is just 
something you can't create because 
you want it."

half actually were sold. As a result, 
the village legally was obligated to 
purchase the remaining tickets and 
distribute them free to Wheeling resi- 
dents. 


COLE SAID Wednesday he is not 


asking for Mrs. Bellwoar's, resignation 
because the -village was committed to 
buying the unsold tickets. 


"I've asked her to resign because of 


the procedures used in handling and 
accounting for the tickets. The meth- 
ods used were not very businesslike 
for that kind of thing," he said. 


Mrs. Bellwoar Wednesday said she 


would not resign. 


Village officials said 353 tickets can- 


not be accounted for, al i an addition- 
al 460 tickets mailed to village resi- 
dents were neither purchased nor re- 
turned.

Farmers gain big 
profits selling 


/ 


soil, not tilling it 


by JUD1E BLACK 


Back in the 1920s when Daniel Berg- 


man bought his 200 acres of land 
along Ela and Algonquin roads he 
paid less thrift $200 an acre. Last year 
a neighbor sold some of his land for 
$6,000 an acre. 


Farmers "simply can't afford not to 


sell at $3,000 to .$10,000 an acre," 
Bergman's son, Harold, said. The 
younger Bergman farms 38 acres, 
that his 94-year-old father still owns. 
' Some of the elder Bergman's con- 
temporaries have sold their farms in 
Palatine and surrounding townships 
f o r significant profits and then 
moved Downstate to retire or to buy 
cheaper land and begin farming 
again. 


"THERE'S A TREMENDOUS pres- 


sure on farmers to convert their land 
from farm to commercial," said Bill 
Whiteside, farm adviser for Cook 
County extension office in Tinley 
Park. "There's just no way under the 
sun a farmer can resist a super fan- 
tastic deal like 600 per cent return on 
his initial investment." 
* 


Because of farmers' inability to re- 


sist and the continuing urban sprawl, 
the number of producing farm acres 
in Cook County has dwindled, White- 
side said. The county has 622,000 
acres of land including public, pri- 
vate, commercial and agricultural. 


In the three years from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of'producing farm acres 
" dwindled from 3,561 acres in Palatine 
Township to 3,000 acres in 1974, ac- 
cording to the Illinois Dept. of Agri- 
culture. 


During those same three years, 294 


fewer acres produced corn in Pala- 
tine, 711 fewer acres produced soy- 
beans and 78 fewer acres yielded al- 
falfa hay. 


THE "SUPERFANTASTIC deal" 


Bergman's neighbor got represents 
farmland estimated not for its agri- 
cultural use In producing com and 
soybeans but its commercial potential 
in apartment complexes and shopping- 
centers. 


That formula works well when a 


farmer is ready to sell, but it is also 
used in assessing estate tax liability. 
Most farmers think that's unfair. 
' 


If the younger Bergman were to in- 


herit his father's 38 acres of land, he 
might have to sell the land to pay the 
federal estate tax. If the elder Berg- 
man's estate were valued at the price 
his neighbor got last spring, the 
younger Bergman would face taxes on 
an estate valued at at least $168,000 
($228,000 less the $60,000 federal estate 
exemption). 


Most farmers are "hoping and pray- 


ing" that exemption will soon be in- 
creased, said Leonard W. Schultz, a 
Woodstock farmer and .board member 
of the Illinois Agriculture Assn. 
(IAA). "And if inflation keeps going 
the way it has been, (who knows) what 
would be enough?" 


SCHULTZ SAID THE IAA hasn't 


endorse* any of the 206 bills currently 
being considered in Congress which 
call for estate exemption increases 
ranging from $150,000 to $200,000. 


One trf the bills would value farm 


land at its current use rather than its 
market value. The bin, introduced by 
Rep. Omar Burteson, D-Tex., also 
would increase the estate exemption 
to $200,000 and make it available to all 
persons, not just farmers. 


Burleson's bill also would raise the 


marital deduction of SO per cent to 50 
per cent plus $100,000. The Library of 
Congress estimates that if Burleson's 
bill were adopted and applied to ev- 
eryope, the U.S. Treasury would lose 
as much as $2.52 billion a year In tax 
revenue. 


President Ford has proposed rais- 


ing the exemption to $150,000 and al- 
lowing the estates, inheritors 20 years 
to pay the tax at reduced interest 
rates. 


Such proposals don't placate farm- 


ers contemplating the ultimate loss of 
their farmlands and the farming tra- 
dition fading from their families, 
Whiteside said. Progressive Farmer 
Magazine estimates from 200,000 to 
400,000 farms will disappear during 
the next 20 years unless something is 
done to encourage young persons to 
enter farming and stay. 


"It's very sad to think of succeeding 


generations who have a farming past 
but have *no land they can afford to 
keep," Whiteside said. "Land' is Just 
something you /can't create because 
you want it."

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Farmers profit from selling soil 
TABLES 'N THINGS

Back in the 1920s when Daniel Berg- 


man bought his 200 acres of land 
along Ela and Algonquin roads he 
paid less than $200 an acre. Last year 
a neighbor sold some of his land for 
$6,000 an acre. 


Farmers "simply can't afford not to 


sell at $3,000 to $10,000 an acre," 
Bergman's son, Harold, said. The 
younger Bergman farms 38 acres, 
that his 94-year-old father still owns. 


Some of the elder Bergman's con- 


temporaries have sold their farms in 
Palatine and surrounding townships 
for 
significant profits and then 


moved Downstate to retire or to buy 
cheaper land and begin farming 
again

sure on farmers to convert their land 
from farm to commercial," said Bill 
Whlteside, farm adviser for Cook 
County extension office in Tinley 
Park. "There's just no way under the 
sun a farmer can resist a super fan- 
tastic deal like 600 per cent return on 
his initial investment." 


Because of farmers' inability to re- 


sist and the continuing urban sprawl, 
the number of producing farm acres 
in Cook County has dwindled, White- 
side said. The county has 622,000 
acres of land including public, pri- 
vate, commercial and agricultural. 


In the three years from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of producing farm acres 
dwindled from 3,561 acres in Palatine 
Township to 3,000 acres in 1974, ac- 


cording to the Illinois Dept. of Agri- 


culture. 


During those same three years, 294 


fewer acres produced corn in Pjla- 
tine, 711 fewer acres produced soy- 
beans and 78 fewer acres yielded al- 
falfa hay.

Burleson's bill also would raise the 


marital deduction of 50 per cent to 50 
per cent plus $100,000. The Library of 
Congress estimates that if Burleson's 
bill were adopted and applied to ev- 
eryone, the U.S Treasury would lose 
as much as $2 52 billion a year in tax 
revenue. 


President Ford has proposed rais- 


ing the exemption to $150,000 and al- 
lowing the estates, inheritors 20 years 
to pay the tax at reduced interest 
rates. 


Such proposals don't placate farm- 


ers contemplating the ultimate loss of 
then: farmlands and the farming tra- 
dition fading from their families, 
Whiteside said.

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Files briefs for low-income units 
LWV 'friends of court' 
in Viator housing case

Legal briefs supporting the pro- 


posed Lincoln Green low-income hous- 
ing proposal in Arlington Heights 
have been submitted to the U. S. Su- 
preme Court by the local League of 
Women Voters and the American 
Society of Planning Officials. 


The acceptance of the "friends-of- 


the-coutt" briefs by the court has 
been opposed by Arlington Heights 
Village Atty. Jack Slegel. 


The Arlington Heights-Mount Pros- 


pect chapter of the League of Women 
Voters is joined by its county, state 
and national organizations, as well as 
the Arlington Heights Clergy Fellow- 
ship, the American Jewish Committee 
and the Minority Industrial Relations 
Council Inc, in submitting the brief. 
Its arguments support philosophically 
the position of the Metropolitan Hous- 
ing Development Corp, which for five 
years has fought the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights over its refusal to rezone 
land near St. Viator High School for 
the Lincoln Green project. 


The Supreme Court is expected to 


hear the case beween April 19-28. 


THE CASE OVER the housing de- 


velopment corporation proposal to 
build the 190-unit townhouse devel- 
opment was accepted by the Supreme 
Court in December after the village 
appealed a decision by the 7th Circuit 
U. S. Court of Appeals tfiat ruled that 
the development should be built be- 
cause the village's rejection of the 
project was racially discriminatory. 


The village contends that the issue 


should not involve the 14th Amend- 
ment of the U. S Constitition, because 
IT "is a garden-variety zoning con- 
troversy." 


"The only real question is the rea- 


sonableness of the zoning restriction, 
which both on its face and in fact is 
not aimed at any racial minority," 
Siegel says in the brief he filed with 
the Supreme Court. 


New manager 
sees need for

Wheeling's new village manager 


Wednesday said village budget cuts 
will be necessary because "tax reve- 
nues are not enough to justify the 
whims and fancies of the people " - 


Named village manager Tuesday, 


Clarence Motz said he expects to re- 
duce village expenditures as a solu- 
tion to current financial problems. He 
takes over the post May 1. 


"Local government is a business. 


We don't operate for profit, but we 
can't operate at a deficit," he said. 


In J a n u a r y , Wheeling issued 


$100,000 in tax anticipation warrants 
to cover unexpected increases in vil- 
lage operating expenses. 


Motz said industrial growth is one 


of his major concerns. 


"I THINK THE area has terrific po- 


tential I'm going to pursue it as 
much as I can, but be very selective. 
What the community gets is impor- 
tant, not only in the present but in the 
future," he said. 


Motz said he will present no specific 


plans for the village until he is able to 
evaluate the current situation. 


"There's going to be a study made 


of each individual department and 
there's going to be changes. I'm going 
to make evaluations and call the shots 
as I see them. I'm not a hatchet man 
but I expect a job well done," he said. 


Motz, 55, currently city manager of 


Stanton, Calif., will replace George 
Passolt, who was fired by the board 
in October. Passolt has agreed to stay 
on the job until Motz takes over. 
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Siegel reported to the village board 


this week that he has drafted objec- 
tions to the two "friends-of-the-court" 
briefs sent to the Supreme Court. 


THE BRIEF submitted by the 


League of Women Voters was pre- 
pared by the law firm of Friedman & 
Koven, which donated its time to the 
project, according to Irvana Wilks, 
president of the Arlington Heights- 
Mount Prospect chapter. 


It also includes Abe Fortas, who 


was once nominated for a position ori 
the Supreme Court, as being involved 
with the preparation of the brief. 


The brief merely presents the 


League of Women Voters' philosophy, 
Mrs Wilkssaid. 


"We're not attempting to try 


MHDC's (development corporation's) 
case. We just thought we could be an 
objective voice, and since foe're a lo- 
cal organization, we hope, that the 
court will listen to us," she said. 


The position of the local League is 


that "if a community wants business- 
es to come in to improve their tax 
base, it should bear the responsibility 
of housing the individuals employed in 
these businesses," Mrs. Wilks said. 
"We see a need for this housing and 
are only asking that the zoning 
change be allowed." 


THE AMERICAN Society of Plan- 


ning Officials also prepared a legal 
brief for the case for philosophical 
reasons. 


Conrad Bagne, who wrote that brief, 


said that it is not unusual for the or- 
ganization to take such action when 
cases involve municipal planning. He ' 
said the brief "presented a middle 
ground," though also admitted that 
"in this case we come out on the side 
of the developer." 


"We feel the decision of the village 


to deny rezoning of the property was 
improper," Bagne said. 


"We feel the community has the 


right to determine what the character 
of the community should be, but when 
the effect reaches outside the commu- 
nity to perpetuate housing segrega- 
tiori, the community should have the 
burden to say what particular aspects 
of its planning process concludes that 
t h e development should not go 
ahead," he said. 


"As a spokesman for planners, we 


want to ensure that local com- 
prehensive planning is not thrown by 
the wayside It is the purpose of 
ASPO (society of planning officials) 
to see that community'planning func- 
tions properly," Bagne said.

plants," Stevens said. "There will be 
smaller, more personal walkways and 
open glass store fronts wherever pos- 
sible. 


"It will be one of the most modern 


shopping center designs in the sub- 
urbs today," he said. 


The office building, expected to be 


completed later this year, will house 
th First National Bank of Des Plaines 
as well as other businesses. 


SUPERBLOCK, the first phase in 


the redevelopment of the downtown 
area, is bounded on the north by El- 
linwood Street, on the south by 
Prairie Street, on the east by Pearson 
Street and on the west by Lee Street. 


"What we're doing is relocating the 


prime corner of Pes Flames' down- 
town area," said Gottlieb. "The new 
mall should bring another $15 million 
to $20 million in business to the down- 
town area alone." 


As part of an agreement with the 


Superblock developers, the city is plan 
ning to construct a $1.3 million park- 
ing deck to serve the shopping mall 
and office building. The city also 
plans to improve the Pearson Street 
parking lot as well as the streets sur- 
rounding Superblock.

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Not tilling it 
Farmers profit from selling soil 


by JUDIE BLACK 


Back in the 1920s when Daniel Berg- 


man bought his 200 acres of land 
along Ela and Algonquin roads he 
paid less than $200 an acre. Last year 
a neighbor sold some of his land for 
$6,000 an acre. 


Farmers "simply can't afford not to 


sell at $3,000 to $10,000 an acre," 
Bergman's son, Harold, said. The 
younger Bergman farms 38 acres, 
that his 94-year-old father still owns. 


Some of the elder Bergman's con- 


temporaries have sold their farms in 
Palatine and surrounding townships 
f o r significant profits and then 
moved Downstate to retire or to buy 
cheaper land and begin farming 
again. 


"THERE'S A TREMENDOUS pres- 


sure on farmers to convert their land 
from farm to commercial," said Bill 
Whiteside, farm adviser for Cook 
County extension office in Tinley 
Park. "There's'just no way under the 
sun a farmer can resist a super fan- 
tastic deal like 600 per cent return on 
his initial investment." 


Because of farmers' inability to re- 


sist and the continuing urban sprawl, 
the number of producing farm acres 
in Cook County has dwindled, White- 
side said. The county has 622,000 
acres of land including public, pri- 
vate, commercial and agricultural. 


In the three years from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of producing farm acres 
dwindled from 3,561 acres in Palatine 
Township to 3,000 acres in 1974, ac- 
cording to the Illinois Dept. of Agri- 


culture. 


During those same three years, 294 


fewer acres produced corn in Pala- 
tine, 711 fewer acres produced soy- 
beans and 78 fewer acres yielded al- 
falfa hay. 


THE "SUPERFANTASTIC deal" 


Bergman's neighbor got represents 
farmland estimated not for its, agri- 
cultural use in producing corn and 
soybeans but its commercial potential 
in apartment complexes and shopping 
centers. 


That formula works well when a 


farmer is ready to sell, but it is also 
used in assessing estate tax liability. 
Most farmers think that's unfair. 


If the younger Bergman were to in- 


herit his father's 38 acres of land, he 
might have to sell the land to pay the 


federal estate tax. If the elder Berg- 
man's estate were valued at the price 
his neighbor got last spring, .-> the 
younger Bergman would face taxes on 
an estate valued at at least $168,000 
($228,000 less the $60,000 federal estate 
exemption). 


Most farmers are "hoping and pray- 


ing" that exemption 'will soon be in- 
creased, said Leonard W. Schultz, a 
Woodstock farmer and board member 
of the Illinois Agriculture Assn. 
(IAA). "And if inflation keeps going 
the way it has been, (who knows) what 
would be enough?" 


Officials probe Rte. 53 flood woes 


Potential flooding problems caused 


by the extension of 111. Rte. 53 into 
Lake County are being investigated 
by local and state officials. 


Clarice Rech, Buffalo Grove trustee 


and Lawrence Oppenheimer, Wheel- 
ing director of public works, have ex- 
pressed concern about drainage and 
flooding problems that may be caused 
by the extension. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


and the Soil Conservation Service of 
Lake County have sent letters In- 
dicating their concern to the Illinois 
Dept. of Transportation. 


PLANS FOR 111. Rte. 53 call for the 


highway to continue north through 
Lake County to link up with an access 
road to Interstate 94. The route will 
become a major access road to north- 
ern recreation areas when completed. 


Mrs. Rech said this week she was 


worried whether the road construction 
will disturb natural wetlands in Lake 


County, and said the elimination of 
natural retention could lead to flood- 
ing problems further downstream in 
Buffalo Creek. 


Oppenheimer said last month he 


wrote a letter to the transportation 
department .stating that Wheeling offi- 
cials are "looking for a guarantee the 
construction of the freeway will not in 
any way" stymie efforts to control 
flooding in the village. 


Oppenheimer said he wanted more 


information on provisions to control 
increased flooding caused by roadway 
drainage into Buffalo Creek and In- 
dian Creek; 


HE ALSO ASKED whether the state 


will help fund construction of a deten- 
tion basin planned in the Checker 
Road area. He said a transportation 
department report on the freeway 
states the highway construction "may 
result in downstream flood hazards." 


The transportation department has 


prepared a preliminary environmen- 


tal impact statement on the effects of 
the roadway construction, but a state- 
ment indicating final construction 
plans has not yet come out, said Ar- 
nold Seaberg, Buffalo Grove village 
engineer. 


Seaberg said the roadway win pass 


through the periphery of several low- 
lying areas, but said the project will 
have a "minimal impact" on flood- 
ing in Buffalo Grove. 


Ron G e b h a r d t , district con- 


servationist for the Soil Conservation 
Service, said the preliminary con- 
struction plans showed a disturbance 
of the swamp areas and low marshes, 
causing a possible 50 per cent in-, 
crease in the flow of water in Buffalo 
Creek. 


He said he agreed with the Metro- 


politan Sanitary District's objections 
about possible increased flooding, and 
said he was concerned that filling in 
the low-lying areas would result in 
less storage for stormwater run-off.

$100,000 in tax anticipation warrants 
to cover unexpected increases in vil- 
lage operating expenses. 


Motz said industrial growth is one 


of his major concerns. 


"I THINK THE area has terrific po- 


tential. I'm going to pursue it as 
much as I can, but be very selective. 
What the community gets is Impor- 
tant, not only inthe present but in the 
future," he said. 


Motz said he will present no specific 


plans for the village until he is able to 
evaluate the current situation. 


"There's going to be a study made 


of each individual department and 
there's going to be changes. I'm going 
to make evaluations and call the shots 
as I see them. I'm not a hatchet man 
but I expect a job well done," he said. 


Motz, 55, currently city manager of 


Stanton, Calif., will replace George 
Passolt, who was fired by the board 
in October. Passolt has agreed to stay 
on the job until Motz takes over. 


In announcing Motz' appointment, 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said 
Motz "has a background of being a 
strong administrator who carefully 
scrutinizes all financial expenditures" 
including a "demonstrated record for 
turning deficits into surpluses." 


Motz has more than 20 years of lo- 


cal government administrative experi- 
ence, including 12 years in city man- 
ager positions. He has been city man- 
ager of Stanton since 1974. Prior to 
that he was manager in Elaine, 
Minn., for two years.

Day care zoning 
called 'unfair' 


The owner of a day care center in 


Des Plaines has charged city officials 
with "unjust and unequal" application 
of city zoning laws. 


Lorraine Angell, owner of Baby 


Town Day Care Center, 2329 Birch St., 
made the charge as a result of the 
city council's recent denial of a spe- 
cial-use permit with a variation to al- 
low her to expand her operation. 


In addition to denying the request, 


the city is involved in a Circuit Court 
battle with Mrs. Angell over whether 
her present operation should be 
allowed in a residential area. 


IN A LETTER TO city officials, 


Mrs. Angeil said she has been treated 
unfairly because the city is allowing a 
nursery school to operate without a 
special use permit in a former church 
at 1280 Algonquin Rd. 


Mrs. Angell said the nursery school, 


Tender Love and Care, is located in a 
residential area and the building is 
"no longer a church in any way, 
shape or form. It should have to apply 
for a special-use permit if it is to con- 
tinue operating." 


Michael Richardson, city director of 


planning and zoning Wednesday said 
he believes Mrs. Angell's complaint is 
"groundless." 


"The day care center on Algonquin 


Road is not a residential structure, 
it's a church," he said. "If she were 
to operate her day-care center out of 
a church 01 in a commercial area she 
could do it without a special-use per- 
mit " 


IN ADDITION TO the complaint 


about the nursery school, Mrs. Angell 
has lodged complaints against Aid. 
Joseph Szabo, 1st, and Aid. Thomas 
Koplos, 1st. 


She has charged that Szabo, a ma- 


son contractor, is in violation of city 
zoning ordinances because he oper- 
ates his business out of a residence at 
385 Graceland Ave. 


Szabo was unavailable for comment 


Wednesday, but one city official said 
the use is legal since Szabo has oper- 
ated out of the location for more than 
20 years, long before a city ordinance 
prohibiting it was enacted. 


Mrs. Angell said Koplos should have 


abstained from voting on her request 
for a special-use permit since he is 
the owner of a building at 1159 Algon- 
quin Rd. that houses Miss Mary's 
Teeny Town, another day-care center. 


KOPLOS SAID, however, he does 


not believe his action in voting 
against the Baby Town request was 
improper. 


"I'm not going to lose any sleep 


over this because I talked with the 
city attorney before I did anything," 
he said. "He said it was all right if >I 
owned the building as long as I had no 
interest in the business." 


"I have nothing whatever to do with 


the business," he said. "All I do is 
collect the rent." 


Mrs Angell said she will not drop 


the complaints until she is given an 
opportunity to publicly air her griev- 
ances at a city council meeting.

Construction of a $3.8 million shop- 


ping mall, part of the Superblock re- 
development project in downtown Des 
Plaines, will begin June 1. 


The three-story enclosed shopping 


mall is part of a $12 million joint ven- 
ture by J. R. Gottlieb and Co., Chicago 
and Erikson and Stevens Inc, Des 
Plaines. Construction of a 10-story Su- 
perblock office building began last 
year. 


Jerome Gottlieb, president-of J. R. 


Gottlieb, said developers have obtain- 
ed the $3.8 million loan from Salk, 
Ward and Salk Inc., Chicago, to pay 
for construction of the shopping mall. 


THE 140,000-SQUARE-FOOT shop- 


ping mall will house about 40 stores, 
and is expected to be completed early 
next year, Gottlieb said. 


Spiegler Department Store, Des 


Flames, will be the primary tenant in 
the shopping center, occupying about 
22,000 square-feet on all three floors. 


Mel Helms, vice president of J. R. 


Gottlieb, said developers are talking 
to other businesses abdut renting the 
remaining space in the shopping cen- 
ter.

"We are Negotiating with one major 


restaurant for a location in the mall 
as well as boutiques, a book store, a 
florist shop and several clothing 
stores," he said. 


DENNIS STEVENS, project archi- 


tect, said the shopping center will 
have two major atriums with natural 
skylights, stairs at each end of the 
corridors 
and escalators in the 


middle. 


"The emphasis will,be on natural 


light, natural woods and natural 
plants," Stevens said. "There will be 


smaller, more personal walkways and 
open glass store fronts wherever pos- 
sible. 


"It will be one of the most modern 


shopping center designs in the sub- 
urbs today," he said. 


The office building, expected to be 


completed later this year, will house 
th First National Bank of Des Plaines 
as well as other businesses. 


SUPERBLOCK, the first phase in 


the redevelopment of the downtown 
area, is bounded on the north by El- 
linwood Street, on the south by 
Prairie Street, on the east by Pearson 
Street and on the west by Lee Street.

to study benefits of a merger.

Pres. Virginia Hayter said Wednes- 
day of the park board vote. "Until we 
get the information we need (from the 
University consultants), there's really 
nothing to discuss," she said. "They

we need is their (the park 


board's) cooperation (with the con- 
sultants)," Mrs. Hayter said.

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Farmers profit from selling soil

Back in the 1920s when Daniel Berg- 


man bought his 200 acres of land 
along Ela and Algonquin roads he 
paid less than $200 an acre. Last year 
a neighbor sold some of his land for 
$6,000 an acre. 


Farmers "simply can't afford not to 


sell at $3,000 to $10,000 an acre," 
Bergman's son, Harold, said. The 
younger Bergman farms 38 acres, 
that his 94-year-old father still owns. 


Some of the elder Bergman's con- 


temporaries have sold their farms in 
Palatine and surrounding townships 
f o r significant profits and then 
moved Downstate to retire or to buy 


cheaper land and begin farming' 
again. 


"THERE'S A TREMENDOUS pres- 


sure on farmers to convert their land 
from farm to commercial," said Bill 
Whiteside, farm adviser for Cook 
County extension office in Tinley 
Park. "There's just no way under the 
sun a farmer can resist a super fan- 
tastic deal like 600 per cent return on 
his initial investment." 
. 


Because of farmers' inability to re- 


sist and the continuing urban sprawl, 
the number of producing farm acres 
in Cook County has dwindled, White- 
side said. The county has 622,000 
acres of land including public, pri- 
vate, commercial and agricultural. 


In the three years'from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of producing farm acres 
dwindled from 3,561 acres in Palatine 
Township to 3,000 acres in 1974, ac- 
cording to the Illinois Dept. of Agri- 
culture. 


During those same three years, 294 


fewer acres produced torn in Pala- 
tine, 711 fewer acres produced soy- 
beans and 78 fewer acres yielded al- 
falfa hay.

It is believed he plans to pur- 
chase and remodel a private home for 
the facility.

That formula works well when a

Most farmers are "hoping and pray- 


ing" that exemption will soon be in- 
creased, said Leonard W. Schultz, a 
Woodstock farmer and board member 
of 
the Illinois 
Agriculture Assn. 


(IAA). "And if inflation keeps going 
the way it has been, (who knows) what 
would be enough?" 


SCHULTZ SAID THE IAA hasn't 


endorsed any of the 206 bills currently 
being considered in Congress which 
call for estate exemption increases 
ranging from $150,000 to $200,000. 


One of the bills would value farm 


land at its current use rather than its 
market value The bill, introduced by 
Rep. Omar Burleson, D-Tex., also 
would increase the estate exemption 
to $200,000 and make it available to all 
persons, not just farmers. 


Burleson's bill also would raise the 


marital deduction of 50 per cent to 50 
per cent plus $100,000. The Library of 
Congress estimates that if Burleson's 
bill were adopted and applied to ev- 
eryone, the U.S. Treasury would lose 
as much as $2.52 billion a year in tax 
revenue. 


President Ford has proposed rais- 


ing the exemption to $150,000 and al- 
lowing the estates, inheritors 20 years 
to pay the tax at reduced interest 
rates 


Such proposals don't placate farm- 


ers contemplating the ultimate loss of 
their farmlands and the farming tra- 
dition fading from their families, 
Whiteside said. Progressive Fanner 
Magazine estimates from 200,000 to 
400,000 farms will disappear during 
the next 20 years unless something is 
done to encourage young persons to 
enter farming and stay. 


"It's very sad to think of succeeding 


generations who have a farming past 
but have no land they can afford to 
keep," Whiteside said. "Land is just 
something you can't create because 
you want it."

Volunteers seek 
50% pay hike as 
firefighters

Rolling Meadows paid-on-call volun- 


teer firemen will ask the city for 50 • 
per cent'salary increases and extra 
compensation for those who work as 
drivers and pump operators. 


The request is expected to be made 


to city officials tonight along with one 
from the full-time firemen who are 
asking for 10 per cent salary increas- 
es and a $1,500 incentive raise for 
paramedics. 
. 


The salary negotiations will be dis- 


cussed at today's special city council 
budget meeting at 8 p.m. 


The city's 25 volunteers currently 


are paid $5 .per hour. Their new 
request seeks $7.50 per hour for a one- 
hour minimum or $5 per hour for a 
two-hour minimum. 


IN ADDITION, they have requested 


an increase from $16 to $24 for night 
pay. They also are asking an increase 
in training pay, .from the present $3 
an hour to $7.50 an hour. 


In their report, the volunteers ques- 


tioned why a volunteer who gets paid 


for calls receives so much less than a 
full-time fireman. 


The full timers' request for increas- 


es notes that the city department is 
below average in pay scale and bene- 
fits. 


Full-time firemen represented by 


the Professional Fire Fighters Assn. 
submitted the raise request based on 
a survey that shows city firemen rank 
eighth in salary out of nine area 
towns. A beginning city fireman re- 
ceives $11,497 yearly. 


THE CITY'S 18 full-time firemen 


also want approval of a new vacation 
plan. They now receive 5 days off for 
1 to 7 years of service, 7 days for 8 to 
15 years, and 10 days off after 15 
years. 


Each day off is a 24-hour work 


shift. Firemen now work an average 
of 240 hours a month and a five-day 
vacation would equal 120 hours off or 
approximately 
half 
of the hours 


worked in a month.

Because of farmers' inability to re-

In the three years from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of producing farm acres 
dwindled front 3,561. acres in Palatine

fewer acres produced corn in Pala- 
tine, 711 fewer acres produced soy- 
beans and 78 fewer acres yielded al- 
falfa hay.

if the younger Bergman were to in- 


herit his father's 38 acres of land, he 
might have to sell the land to pay the 
federal estate tax. If the elder Berg- 
man's estate were valued at the price 
his neighbor got last spring, the 
younger Bergman would face taxes on 
an estate valued at at least $168,000 , 
($228,000 less the $60,000 federal estate 
exemption). 


Most farmers are "hoping and pray- 


ing" that exemption will soon be in- 
creased, said Leonard W. Schultz, a 
Woodstock farmer and board member 
of the Illinois Agriculture 
Assn. 


(IAA). "And if inflation keeps going 
the way it has been, (who knows) what 
would be enough?" 


SCHULTZ SAID THE IAA hasn't 


endorsed any of the 206 bills .currently 
being considered in Congress which 
call for estate exemption increases 
ranging from $150,000 to $200,000. 


One of the bills would value farm 


land at its current use rather than its 
market value. The bill, introduced by 
Rep. Omar Burleson, D-Tex., also 
would increase the estate exemption 
to $200,000 and make'it available to all 
persons, not just farmers. 


Burleson's bill also would raise the 


marital deduction of 50 per cent to 50 
per cent plus $100,000. The Library of 
Congress estimates that if Burleson's 
bill were adopted and applied to ev- 
eryone, the U.S. Treasury would lose 
as much as $2.52 billion a year in tax 
revenue. 


President Ford has proposed rais- 


ing the exemption to $150,000 and al- 
lowing the estates, inheritors 20 years 
to pay the tax at reduced interest 
rates. 


Such proposals don't placate farm- 


ers contemplating the ultimate loss of 
their farmlands and the farming tra- 
dition fading from their families, 
Whiteside said. Progressive Farmer 
Magazine estimates from 200,000 to 
400,000 farms will disappear during 
the next 20 years unless something is 
done to encourage young persons to 
enter farming and stay. 


"It's very sad to think of succeeding 


generations who have a farming past 
but have no land they can afford to 
keep," Whiteside said. "Land is just 
something you can't create because 
you want it."

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Farmers gain big 
profits selling 
soil, not tilling it 


by JUDIE BLACK 


Back in the 1920s when Daniel Berg- 


man bought his 200 acres of land 
along Ela and Algonquin roads he 
paid less than $200 an acre. Last year 
a neighbor sold some of his land for 
$6,000 an acre. 


Farmers "simply can't afford not to 


sell at $3,000 to $10,000 ah acre," 
Bergman's son, Harold, said. The 
younger Bergman farms 38 acres, 
that his 94-year-old father still owns. 


Some of the elder Bergman's con- 


temporaries have sold their farms in 
Palatine and _ surrounding townships 
for 
significant profits and then 


moved Downstate to retire or to buy 
cheaper land and begin farming 
again 


'' "THERE'S A TREMENDOUS pres- 
sure on farmers to convert their land 
from farm to commercial," said Bill 
Whiteside, farm adviser for Cook 
County extension office in Tinley 
Park. "There's just no way under the 
sun a farmer can resist a super fan- 
tastic deal like 600 per cent return on 
his initial investment." 


Because of farmers' inability to re- 


sist and the continuing urban sprawl, 
the number of producing farm acres 
in Cook County has dwindled, White- 
side said. The county has 622,000 
acres of land including public, pri- 
vate, commercial and agricultural. 


In the three years from 1971 to 1974, 


the number of producing farm acres 
dwindled from 3,561 acres'in Palatine 
Township to 3,000 acres in 1974, ac- 
cordiiig to the'Illinois Dept. of Agri- 
culture.

During those same three years, 294 


fewer acres produced corn in Pala- 
tine, 711 fewer acres produced soy- 
beans and 78 fewer acres yielded al- 
falfa hay.

Bergman's neighbor got represents 
farmland estimated not for its agri- 
cultural use in, producing corn and 
soybeans but its commercial potential 
in apartment complexes and shopping 
centers. 


That formula works well when a 


farmer is ready to sell, but it is also 
used in assessing estate tax liability. 
Most farmers think that's unfair. 


If the younger Bergman were to in- 


herit his father's 38 acres of land, he 
might have to sell the land to pay the 
federal estate tax. If the elder Berg- 
man's estate were valued at the price 
his neighbor got last spring, the 
younger Bergman would face taxes on 
an estate valued at at least $168,000 
($228,000 less the $60,000 federal estate 
exemption). 


Most farmers are "hoping and pray- 


ing" that exemption wilTsgon be in- 
creased, said Leonard W. Schultz, a 
Woodstock farmer and board member 
of the Illinois Agriculture Assn. 
(IAA). "And if inflation keeps going 
the way it has been, (who knows) what 
would be enough?" 


SCHULTZ SAID THE IAA hasn't 


endorsed any of the 206 bills currently 
being considered in Congress which 
call for estate exemption increases 
ranging from $150,000 to $200,000. 


One of the bills would value farm 


land at its current use rather than its 
market value. The bill, introduced by 
Rep. Omar Burleson, D-Tex., also 
would increase the estate exemption 
to $200,000 and make it available to all 
persons, not just farmers. 


Burleson's bill also would raise the 


marital deduction of 50 per cent to 50 
per cent plus $100,000. The Library of 
Congress estimates that if Burleson's

Work on mall 
to begin June 1 
in Des Plaines

Construction of a $3 8 million shop- 


ping mall, part of the Superblock re- 
development project in downtown Des 
Plaines, will begin June 1. 


The three-story enclosed shopping 


mall is part of a $12 million joint ven- 
tute by J, R Gottlieb and Co., Chicago 
and Erikson and Stevens Inc., Des 
Plaines Construction of a 10-story Su- 
perblock office building began last 


Jerome Gottlieb, president of J. R. 


Gottlieb, said developers have obtain- 
ed the $3 8 million loan from Salk, 
Ward and Salk Inc., Chicago, to pay 
for construction of the shopping mall. 


THE HO.ttOO-SQU ARE-FOOT shop- 


ping mall will house about 40 stores, 
and is expected to be completed early 
next year, Gottlieb said. 


Spiegler Department Store, Des 


Plaines, will be the primary tenant m 
the shopping center, occupying about 
22.000 square-feet on all three floors. 


Mel Helms, vice president of J. R. 


Gottlieb, said developers are talking 
to other businesses about renting the 
remaining space in the shopping cen- 
ter. 


"We are negotiating with one major 


restaurant for a location in the mall 
as well as boutiques, a book store, a 
florist shop and several clothing 
stores," he said. 


DENNIS STEVENS, project archi- 


tect, said the shopping center will 
have two major atriums with natural 
skylights, stairs at each end of the 
corridors 
and escalators 
in 
the 


middle. 


"The emphasis will be on natural 


plants," Stevem said "There will be 
light, natural woods and natural 
smaller, more personal walkways and 
open glass store fronts wherever pos- 
sible 


"It will be one of the most modern 


shopping center designs in the sub- 
urbs today," he said. 


The office building, expected to be 


completed later this year, will house 
th First National Bank of Des Plaines 
as well as other businesses. 


SUPERBLOCK, the first phase in 


the redevelopment of the downtown 
area, is bounded on the north by El- 
linwood Street, on the south by 
Prairie Street, on the east by Pearson 
Street and on the west by Lee Street. 


"What we're doing is relocating the 


prime corner of Des Plaines' down- 
town area," said Gottlieb. "The new 
mall should bring another $15 million 
to $20 million in business to the down- 
town area alone."

As part of an agreement with the 


Superblock developers, the city is plan 
nlng to construct a $1.3 million park- 
ing deck to serve the shopping mall 
and office building. The city also 
plans to improve the Pearson Street 
parking lot as well as the streets sur- 
rounding Superblock.

Supt. John Fridlund recommended 


closing Park View after it received 
the lowest ranking in an evaluation of 
the district's five elementary schools 
by a committee made up of adminis- 
trators and a school board member. 


In a report to the board of education 


Tuesday, Fridlund cited Park View's 
small box-like classrooms, poor stor- 
age areas, and inadequate learning 
center and kindergarten space as rea- 
sons for its low rating. 


THE BOARD Tuesday approved an 


administration plan to close one ele- 
mentary school, cut 21 teachers and 
increase class size from 20'to 26 pu- 
pils per class, saving the district, 
about S300,000. 


Dist. 26 will Cace bankruptcy by 


1977-78 if spending remains at the,cur- 
rent level and revenues are not in- 
creased. In addition, enrollment is ex- 


pected to drop,from 2,375 pupils,this 
year to 2,257 for 1976-77, and to 2.Q23 
by the 1980-81 school year. 


.The board will not make a final de- 


cision on which 'school will be shut 
down until April 6, Board Pres. Leora 
Rosen said. Mrs. Rosen said a public 
Hearing will be held at the April 6 
meeting before a decision is made. 


The evaluation of which school to 


close was conducted by two central 
office administrators, a building ad- 
ministrator and one board member.

Tentative proposals for Mount Pros- 


pect's downtown redevelopment plan 
will be presented to the village board 
March 30. 


Robert Bennett, downtown commis- 


sion chairman, said the plan is sched- 
uled for completion before the end of 
1976. He said it will be based on the 
use of private money instead of vil- 
lage funds to finance redevelopment. 


"The amount of money the village 


has to spend downtown is limited, and 
we Just have to look to private capi- 
tal In order to attract private capital, 
you have to be cognizant of the things 
that are attractive to private capital," 
Bennett said, noting his group has 
Men working on such things as zoning 
and parking. 


BENNETT SAID the purpose of 


meeting with the board is to get pre- 
liminary feedback on proposals now 
under study. He said the commission 
has identified possible locations for 
multiple-family housing, and wants to 
see "what they (the board) can live 
with." 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert has 


called for completion of the downtown 


redevelopment plans by the end of 
1976, and Bennett said this is not only 
feasible but necessary. The commis- 
sion has been working on the plan 
since November 1974 


Noting the availability, of federal 


funds for such projects through the 
Housing and Community Development 
Act, Bennett said the village will have 
a better chance of getting these funds 
if it has a downtown plan. 


"They (the federal government) are 


saying you really need to have a 
strong, well thought out plan for the 
downtown area," Bennett said 


THE COMMISSION'S first project,

26 will receive dismissal 
notices for the 1976-77 school year. • 


The Dist. 26 Board of Education 


voted Tuesday to notify all the dis- 
trict's nontenured teachers that they 
will not be rehired for the coming 
school year in an attempt to offset 
declining enrollment and decreased 
revenues. 
The cutbacks will reduce the district's 
teaching staff from 170 to 140. 


Supt John Fridlund said unlike oth- 


er school districts which send blanket 
dismissal notices to all nonttnured 
teachers in the spring and rehire 
some teachers during the summer, 
none of the released Dist 26 teachers 
will be asked back next year. 


The board Tuesday also approved 


an increase in class size from 20 to 26 
pupils, which would result in the eli- 
mination of 21 teaching positions 


Fridlund said the nine additional 


teachers will be released because of 
cutbacks in federally-funded pro- 
grams and a reduction of the teaching 
force at Nipper School, 1101 E. Grego- 
ry St., Des Plaines. Nipper School 
serves children from Maryville 
Academy in Des Plaines, a facility for 
wards of the state. 


George Chase, River Trails teach- 


ers' union president, had no comment 
Wednesday on the teacher cutbacks, 
but added the union will make a state- 
ment Friday after a meeting with 
teachers.

<ame period. If the districts were 
Combined, the decline would be about 
35.8 per cent. 


* THE DECLINE in students spells fl- 
Tianclal trouble for the districts be- 
cause state aid revenue is lost as the 
student population diminishes. Dist. 26 
tcould face bankruptcy as early as the 
3977-78 school year, when it will ar- 


rive at its maximum allowable In- 
debtedness of $900,000. Dist. 57 has 
projected a budget deficit of $2 mil- 
lion in 1981. Both districts are in the 
midst of considering budget cuts to 
reduce their deficits. 


Dist. 26 has seVen schools and 


serves the northern portion of Des 
Plaines and northeast Mount Pros- 
pect, Dist. 57 has six schools and 
serves the central Mount Prospect 
area. 


According to the administrative re- 


port, if Dist. 26 were to annex to Dist. 
57, residents of Dist. 26 would be sub- 
ject to Dist. 57's higher tax rate in 
education and operating funds and 
Dist. 57 would be subject to Dist. 26's 
higher rate in the bond and interest 
fund. If Dist. 57 would annex to Dist. 
26, residents would pay Dist 26's low- 
er tax rate in the two funds. Since the 
districts are experiencing financial 
difficulties, the lower rate does not 
seem feasible, according to the re- 
port. 


Other comparisons listed in the re- 


port included: 


• Operating costs per student. Dist. 


57 costs per student are $1,355 and 
Dist. 26 costs are $1,489 per student. 
Most of Dist. 26's higher costs are due 
to the construction of a new school 


and a lower student-teacher ratio. 


• Hot lunch. Dist. 26 provides a hot 


lunch program for all its schools, ' 
while Dist. 57 does not. It is assumed 
that hot lunches would be provided in 
all schools if the districts are merged. 


• Bus transportation. Dist. 26 trans- 


p o r t s students in kindergarten 
through eighth grade, while Dist. 57 
transports only junior high school stu- 
dents It is assumed that Dist. 26's 
transportation rules and regulations 
would be applied in the new district, if 
the schools are merged. 


• Teacher salaries. While the start- 


ing salary for teachers is about the 
same in both districts, Dist. 26's aver- 
age teacher salary is $13,209 and the 
average level of experience is 8.87 
years. In Dist. 57, the average salary 
is $15,388 and the average years of 
experience are 12. 


If the two boards of education decide 


to proceed with a merger, the merger 


could beaccomplished through consol- 
idation of the two districts or the an- 
nexation of one district to the other. 


Under consolidation, any group of 


citizens can file a petition with the 
county board of school trustees to 
request a referendum on consoli- 
dation. The trustees would then hold 
a hearing and if they determine that 
consolidation would be in the best in- 
terests of the districts, a referendum 
would be called. If consolidation is ap- 
proved, an election would be held to 
form a new board of education. 


Under annexation procedures, the 


two boards or voters in each district 
would petition the county trustees. 
The trustees would then hold a hear- 
ing on the petition and can approve or 
deny-the annexation. A referendum 
would not be required. The board 
members of the annexing district 
would then take over the operation of 
the combined district.

Alternate school nixed in Dist. 59 


- The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
'.Board of Education has voted against 
opening an alternative school this fall. 


The board Monday also voted to 


table a resolution to form a com- 
•mlttee composed of parents, adminis- 
trators and board members to study 
tall varieties of alternative schools. 
; The board has been considering us- 
•ing one of the district schools for a 
'basic academic program that would 
stress rigid discipline. Board action 
'Monday came in response to a series 
.of public hearings where the majority 
of parents opposed the conservative 
-alternative school 


ALSO TABLED for further dis- 


•cussion was a resolution to place 
'more emphasis on discipline in all of 
ithe schools. Board member Erwin 
Poklacki protested that passage of 
this resolution would be "telling prin- 
cipals what to do in their own 
schools," and said that was not the 
board's role. 


School officials said there were very 


•few residents who supported the al- 
•ternative school at the public hear- 
ings, though in a survey more than 
.400 families had said they would send 
;their children to a conservative school 
•if it were offered. 
'. Residents were concerned that the 
district was spending money on an al- 
ternative school while a deficit is 
Dooming next year, officials said. Oth- 
'er sentiments expressed at the hear- 
ings were that the district's schools 
.'are "good enough" and that If the 
•schools need some changes, there 
[should be more discipline at all the 
schools. 
'. Some board members said residents

xept more favorably if alternative
